LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 
23 (UPI)—Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus summoned the Arkansas 
legislature today to meet in 
special session next Tuesday 
and find Central High School 
an escape from integration, re- 
gardiess of what the United 
States Supreme Court does. 

Faubus declined to say what 
he would ask the legislature to 
do to prevent integration of 
Central and other schools, Part 
of his proclamation, calling the 
legislature into extraordinary 
session, specified that it should 
“regulate the administration 
end financing of public schools 
and education and make ap- 
propriations for such pur- 
poses.” 

This suggested that he may 
want the legislature to cut off 
the public funds of sehools in- 
tegrated against the will of 
the white population. 

30-Day Stay Granted. 

Central, which was “inte- 
grated” last Sept. 25 by ad- 
mission of nine. negroes un- 
der the protection of 101st 
Division paratroopers, now has 
a 30-day stay, granted by the 
eighth United States Circuit 
Court of appeals.

Faubus kept the national 
guard at Central for 18 days 
last September to prevent in- 
tegration, because, he said then, 
he had information that vio- 
lence would break out. 

He took the guard away 
under federal court order, a 
riot did break out and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ordered in 
1000 paratroopers to prevent 
“anarchy.” 

Faubus said today: “Since I 
have been questioned so often 
on whether I, indeed, had in- 
formation last fall that violence 
would ensue if integration was 
allowed, I choose to say noth- 
ing about it this fall. 

“Rather I would suggest that 
all you newsmen go out and 
talk to the people of Little 
Rock and make your conclu- 
sion from that.” 

“Because of the grave con- 
cern of the people of Little 
Rock and the general public in 
this matter, and the great de- 
sire to combat by legal means 
the forcible integration of the 
Little Rock high school, and to 
avoid the almost certain dis- 
orders that would ensue, it is 
imperative that the people be 
given an opportunity to act,”

HORMONES CAUSE 
DWARFED GIRL, 11, 
TO GROW RAPIDLY 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 23 
(AP)—A dwarfed 11-year-old 
girl has grown more than three 
inches in six months under 
treatment with human pitui- 
tary growth hormone, a Uni- 
versity of California scientist 
reported today. 

The treatment, undertaken 
at the University of California, 
produced the largest pituitary 
hormone growth rates thus far 


reported, 

The case of the dwarfed girl 
was reported in a paper 
fore a conference on chemical 
organization of cells by Dr. C. 
H. Li, who first. isolated the 
animal and human growth hor- 
mones. 

Eight months ago the girl 
was no more developed physi- 
cally than a normal child of 
54% years. Her trouble was 
diagnosed as dwarfism due to 
an infection at six months 
which damaged her pituitary 
gland. Under large doses of the 
extremely precious hormone 
substance, the girl shot up 
from 4436 inches to a height 
of 47% inches. The normal 
height for her ag eis 58 inches 
and the normal growth rate be- 
fore adolescence is about 2 
inches a year.

(Hoffa said nothing in his 
letter about compensation for 
Bender, Donohue and Jayne. 
However, Edward Bennett Wil- 
liams, general counsel to the 
Teamsters union, told the As- 
sociated Press each commission 
member would receive $250 a 
day for each day actually 
worked in the inquiry.

U.S., Britain, France 
Hope Moscow Is in 
More Receptive 
Mood Now —Identi- 


cal Notes Sent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23— 
The United States, Britain and 
France have asked Moscow to 
resume diplomatic prepara- 
tions for a summit meeting 
which the Soviet Union broke 
off in mid-June. 

In identical notes delivered 
in Moscow, the Western Big 
Three told the Soviet Union, 
in effect, that it could have a 
heads -of-government confer- 
| ence if it wanted one, but that 
the only road to the summit 

will lie through preliminary 
diplomatic discussions. 

| The notes, which were made 
public in the three Western 
capitals, said that at the end 
of May the Western powers 
had preposed a “practical pro- 
cedure for discussing the 
agenda (of a summit meeting) 
which would be fair to both 
parties.” 

The Soviet Union, the notes 
said, had made no reply to this 
proposal, and the first thing to 
be done, if there were to be 
progress toward a summit 
meeting, was to resolve the 
question of the procedure to 
be followed in preparatory 
meetings of the three Western 
ambassadors in Moscow with 
Foreign Secretary Andrei A. 
Gromyko. 

Reply to Soviet Note. 

The vehicie which the West- 
ern nations used to request a 
resumption of preparatory 
talks was a reply to a Soviet 
note of July 15. In this note 
the Soviet Union proposed that 
the European nations and the 
United States sing a “treaty of 
friendship and co-operation,” 
Attached to the note was a 
proposed draft of the treaty. 

In their reply, the Western 
Big Three brushed aside the 
question of a friendship treaty, 
merely noting that many of 
the items in the proposed draft 
were identical with those put 
forward by the Soviet Union 
for discussion at a heads-of- 
government meeting. There- 
fore, the Western notes sug- 
gested that the diplomats re- 
turn to their interrupted work. 

The preparatory talks began 
in Moscow in mid-April. Gro- 
myko met separately with the 
ambassadors three or four 
times. Then without warning 
Moscow broke off the talks on 
June 16. It suspended the talks 
by publishing the exchanges of 
documents. This was in viola- 
tion of a firm agreement that 
the preparatory discussions 
would be secret. 


Dispute Over Preparations. 


Behind the break-offs was a 
long dispute over the prepara- 
tions for a summit meeting. 
Originally the Soviet Union 
had insisted that no prepara- 
tion was necessary. 

However, the Western Big 
Three, in order to insure that 
a summit meeting would not be 
merely a propaganda spectacle, 
had demanded that the diplo- 
mats meet first to decide what 
subjects might be discussed by 
the heads of government with 
some prospect of narrowing 
disagreement. 

Finally, Moscow agreed to 
diplomatic meetings and also 
—in vague terms—to some dis- 
cussion of an agenda. 

On May 5 the Soviet Union 
presented its agenda. But it 
insisted on a right to veto the 
inclusion of any topic for dis- 
cussion. 

On May 28 the Western na- 
tions presented their concerted 
agenda proposals together with 
an aide memoire on procedure.

BEIRUT, Aug. 23—The early 
collapse of Premier Samir 
Rafai’s pro-Western govern- 
ment in Jordan is widely ex- 
pected. 

Many veteran politicians, in- 
cluding several former Jordan- 
ian prime ministers, consider 
that Rafai must resign as a 
precondition to the era of good 
feeling in the Arab world en- 
visaged in the all-Arab resolu- 
tion adopted unanimously 
Thursday by the United Na- 
tions General Assembly. 

They contend that Rafai has 
made himself useless in the 
expected new era by identify- 
ing himself so closely with the 
pro-American, anti-Nasser pol- 
icy that Jordan has held for 
the last 16 months. 


They assert, in fact, that an |

Rafai himself moreover gave 
impetus to the rumors of his 
impending resignation by the 
peculiar language he used to 
answer a question on the sub- 
ject at a news ¢onference to- 
day in Amman, 

The prime minister had been 
complaining that some news- 
papermen listened to rumors 
and then reported them as fact 
without confirming their truth. 
A reporter then asked if Rafai 
could confirm or deny one of 
the most vigorous of the cur- 
rent rumors or that he was 
about to resign. 

He replied, “I have no in- 
tention to resign. Nevertheless, 
I would like to add that I am 
not eternal and no govern- 
ment is eternal.” 

Change Unlikely. 

He went on to say that if 
the Prime Minister should re- 
sign it would not necessarily 
mean a drastic change of na- 
tional policy. 

“At the present moment I 
have no intention of resigning 
and there are several things I 
want to do before leaving the 
premiership,” he said. 

A well informed source at 
the palace of King Hussein 
later commented that Jordan 
certainly would not change its 
premier “under fire,” that is 
while the Cairo radio attacked 
him as a criminal and called 
for revolution in Jordan. 

The palace source conceded, 
however, that the Arab resolu- 
tion, with its pledge by all 
Arab states not to interfere in 
each other’s internal affairs, 
would if properly implemented 
bring about a cease-fire in the 
propaganda war. 

Propaganda Ceases. 

A cease-fire in fact already 
has occurred as far as the 
Cairo radio is concerned. The 
virulent propaganda attacks 
against Hussein and Rafai as 
well as those against the gov- 
ernment of President Camille 
Chamoun in Lebanon were 
turned off like a light last 
night. 

The previous evening, only 
a few hours before the adop- 
tion of the Arab revolution, 
the Cairo radio broadcast the 
completely false report that 36 
Jordanians had been shot and 
killed in Amman “by the Brit- 
ish aggressors” and that the 
wounded filled the hospitals. 

Radio monitors noted that 
the Cairo radio’s final blast 
was broadcast at a time when 
the U.A.R. already had cabled 
its approval of the peacemak- 
ing Arab resolution to its dele- 
gation at the United Nations. 

Radio Damascus had not yet 
fully observed the propaganda 
cease-fire. It carried the news 
last night that Ali Abu Nuwar, 
former chief of staff of the 
Jordan army, had arrived in 
Damascus. Nuwar has been liv- 
ing mostly in Cairo since he 
fled from Jordan in April last 
year after leading an unsuc- 
cessful coup against King Hus- 


Kassem Congratulated. 

The Damascus radio quoted 
Nuwar on arrival as congratu- 
lating Gen. Abdel Karim Kas- 
sem, who led the successful 
coup last month in Iraq, for 
“achieving what I failed to do 
~throwing out the Hashemite 
dynasty.” King Faisal II, killed 
in the Iraqua coup, was Hashe- 
mite, as is his cousin, King 
Hussein of Jordan. 

The Syrian radio station also 
broadcast a commentary de- 
scribing the history of the 
Hashemite family and calling 
them chronic enemies of Arab 
nationalism. 

Most observers here and in

Russians Closing

The United States at present 
possesses a stronger nuclear of- 
fense than Russia through its 
superior number of strategic 
jet bombers, Gen. Curtis E. Le- 
May, vice chief of staff of the 
Air Force, said here last night.

Gen. LeMay addressed the

“As of right now I feel that 
our airpower is superior in 
quality to that of the Russians, 
but the high rate of their prog- 
ress in many technical fields, 
particularly their outstanding 
work in missiles, indicates that 
our airpower edge is being nar- 
rowed rapidly,” Gen. LeMay 
said. 

He emphasized the need for 
balanced equipment in the stra- 
tegic and tactical air arms as 
the maximum deterrent to an 
enemy attack. Both manned 
aircraft and unmanned missiles 
are needed, he said. 

Inflexibility of Missiles. 

Decoy devices, electronic 
countermeasures and_  air-to- 
surface missiles are included 
to provide flexibility in tactics 
and reduce vulnerability to our 
own forces, he told the Amvet 
delegates. 

“Our next step will be the 
integration of strategic missiles 
into the force,” Gen. LeMay 
continued. “Initially, they will 
augment the bombers, and 
later will replace a portion of 
our piloted force. 

“But inflexibility is inherent 
in missile systems—geographi- 
cal locations of launching sites, 
inability to recall or divert to 
another target after launching, 
and the missiles’ known tra- 
jectory after launching. 

“For this reason missiles 
must be complemented by 
manned weapon systems, which 
have a greater degree of flexi- 
bility.”

KIDNAPED BY 
ALGER REBELS 


Methodist Representa- 
tive Seized Mon- 
day in Mountains — 
Burned Auto Found. 


ALGIERS, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
Nationalist rebels have. kid- 
naped a young American Meth- 
odist missionary, the Rev. Les- 
ter E. Griffith, the Methodist 
mission announced tonight. 

The Rev. Mr. Griffith, a 33- 
year-old Ohioan who had spent 
five years in Algeria, vanished 
on a motor trip last Monday. 
Nothing has been heard from 
him since. 

He is believed to be the first 
American abducted by the reb- 
els since they launched their 
revolt against France in 1954. 


The mission superintendent, 
M. Aurbakken, told reporters 
the missionary was seized by 
rebels when returning to his 
post in mountainous eastern 
Algeria. 

Three weeks ago the Rev. 
Mr. Griffith was sent to the 
village of Les Oudhias, deep in 
the Grand Kabylia mountains, 
to replace two nurses who had 
gone on vacation. He helped 
care for the children in a 
Methodist dispensary there. 

He brought some of the chil- 
dren to Algiers Monday morn- 
ing and was returning to Les 
Oudhias when he disappeared 
about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 

The French car in which he 
was traveling was found burned 
on the highway between Fort 
National, about 87 miles east 
of Algiers, and Tizi-Ouzou, the 
departmental capital. 

Police notified the mission 
of the kidnapping soon after it 
occurred but the missionary’s 
wife Janice, who was at Les 
Oudhias awaiting his return, 
did not learn of it until 
Wednesday. She and their 
three children have since been 
moved to mission headquarters 
in Algiers. 

The Rev. Mr. Griffith ceme 
to Algeria in 1953 and was as- 
signed to the village of Il 
Maten, in the rebel-frequented 
valley of the Souman. From 
there he went to Fort National 
in 1955. He had been working 
in the Grand Kabylia the last 
two years. 

The young missionary spoke 
the language of the moun- 
taineers fluently. It is a diffi- 
cult language and differs from 
Arabic, which is generally 
spoken in Algeria. He was edu- 
cated in Ohio, Tennessee and 
Connecticut.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 — 
Three major St. Louis improve- 
ment projects made substan- 
tial progress in the second ses- 
sion of the Eighty-Fifth Con- 


gress, now drawing to a close. | 


Members of the St. Louis 
congressional delegation hailed 
the session as one of the most 
successful and productive in re- 
cent years in terms of legis- 
lation benefiting the area. The 
principal advances were: 

An appropriation of 
$1,700,000 to begin work on 
the master flood control sys- 
tem in the current fiscal 
year passed by both Houses 
and sent to President Eisen- 
hower, who is expected to 
sign the bill. 

An appropriation of 
$18,213,000 to construct a 
new federal building. in 
downtown St. Louis and a 
Government records center 
in the county, passed by the 
House yesterday. Senate ap- 
proval is expected before ad- 
journment. 

A Senate-passed bill au- 
thorizing a $12,250,000 in- 
crease in the federal contri- 

bution to ‘the St. Louis river- 
front memorial project, ap- 
proved by the House yester- 
day. Presidential approval is 
considered virtually certain. 

A $1,000,000 appropriation to 
begin construction of a $5,802,- 
000 dam on the Mississippi 
river at Chain of Rocks, to re- 
lieve low water conditions on 
the Mississippi below the Alton 
dam locks, also was passed by 
both Houses and sent to the 
President. 

Karsten Hails Record. 
“The Eighty-Fifth Congress 

has set an outstanding record 
of achievement on St. Louis 
legislation,” Representative 
Frank M. Karsten (Dem.), St. 
Louis, declared in an interview. 

“None of these projects was 
included in the President’s 
budget last January,” he add- 
ed. “Congress, recognizing the 
merits of the projects, took the 
initiative.” ' 

Karsten pointed out that the 
$1,700,000 to begin construc- 
tion system was included in an 
omnibus public works bill at 
the insistence of Chairman 
Clarence Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

The new federal office build- 
ing is to be constructed on the 
city block bounded by Market, 
Walnut, Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth streets. A site for the 
records center in St. Louis 
county has not been selected. 

Estimated cost of the new 
office building is $11,641,000. 
It would be a multi-storied, 
air-conditioned structure with 
about 327,000 square feet of 
floor space. Suit to condemn 
the site was filed in United 
States District Court in May 
and it is expected construction 
will get under way some time 
after next June 30. 

Total estimated cost of the 
proposed records center in St. 
Louis county has been put at 
$6,572,000.

thousands of dollars which 


have been paid out of the un- 
ion treasury to discredited la- 
bor leaders. Gibbons, now No. 
2 man in the powerful union, 
had control of the purse 
strings as secretary-treasurer 
of the Central Conference of 
Teamsters, when the expendi- 
tures were made, 

Scattered Like Confetti. 
Testimony heard so far by 
the committee indicates the 
Teamsters have flung money 
around like it was green con- 
fetti. Union dues have gone 
for the defense of men charged 
with misdeeds against the un-

ion. Large amounts of cash 
slipped surrepti- 
tiously to men presumably un- 
der suspension by the union. 
Hoodlum organizers have spent 
thousands living high in Miami, 
Washington, Chicago and other 
metropolitan centers, 

Evidence has revealed that 
Gibbons and his boss, James R. 
Hoffa, directed the Central 
Conference of Teamsters to 
cough up $37,353 in legal fees 
for Louis Berra, a Gibbons’ aid, 
who was convicted of income 
tax evasion in 1954,. The fed- 
eral indictment charged Berra 
failed to report income derived 
from kickbacks paid by a con- 
tractor working on the union’s 
Labor Health Institute building. 
He was sentenced to two years 
in prison. 

Last week the committee 
heard the story of two Teams- 
ter troubleshooters, fat Robert 
(Barney) Baker and _ thin 
Thomas Burke, who engaged in 
questionable activities in Miami 
in 1954 while drawing on large 
Teamster expense accounts, 
some of which were approved 
by Gibbons. 

Luxury for Hoodlums. 

Both Baker, an ex-convict, 
and Burke, a former Chicago 
hoodlum, who were the end 
men of last week's Senate 
show, surrounded themselves 
with luxuries. They were close- 
ly associated with Mrs. Ruth 
Ann Brougher, a_ high-living 
Texas blonde who at the time 
was trying to beat a man- 
slaughter conviction for fatally 
shooting a Miami labor leader. 

Mrs. Brougher, now serving 
a 15-year prison term, testi- 
fied Baker lavished $25,000 on 
her. Baker, who took exception 
to this amount and to other 
things Mrs. Brougher and his 
former wife, Mollie, said about 
him, moaned to the committee 
that women “do funny things” 
to him. Other witnesses linked 
Baker, Burke and Mrs. Brough- 
er with mysterious trafficking 
in quality jewelry. 

Thin-man Burke, who had 
an arsenal of weapons he said 
he kept for “target practice,” 
was accused by two witnesses 
of trying to shake down the 
operator of Hialeah race track. 
He spent 16 months in Florida, 
financing at least part of his 
stay with an $11,815 check 
from his Detroit union and an 
additional $10,000 advanced by 
Hoffa and Gibbons.

No Patsies Now. 


Although he achieved dis- 
tinction in 1950 as_ the 
man who led the Phillies to 
the only pennant they’ve won 
in 43 years, Sawyer remem- 
bers his Whiz Kids only with 
fondness, not with a distort- 
ed opinion of their ability.: 

“We weren't a great club 
by any means,” he recalled, 
“and, in fact, the National 
League wasn’t as strong or 
as well-balanced as it is now. 
During the years I was with 
the Phillies the first time 
(1948-52), there were always 
two or three teams that were 
patsies—Cincinnati, Chicago 
and Pittsburgh usually. Now 
there are none.” 


No manager who was in 
the league Eddie’s first time 
around draws a field fore- 
man’s check any longer. The 
next senior straw boss, Fred 
Haney, came into the league 
in 1953 at Pittsburgh, then 
moved to Milwaukee in 1956, 
first as a coach. 


In Sawyer’s judgment the 
biggest difference between 
big league baseball now and 
back in 1948 or even '52 is 
in pitching. 

“There’s more depth on 
the staffs, especially better 
young pitchers,” he _ ex- 
plained. “There used to be 
one or two good ones on a 
club, now there seem to be 
four or more. Milwaukee, 
in particular, is impressive 
with Spahn, Burdette and 
the kids—Jay, Willey, Pizar- 
ro and the boy in the bull- 
pen, McMahon.” 

The most noteworthy trend 
in the last 10 years, as Saw- 
yer saw it, is the emphasis 
on middle and late-inning 
pitching replacements. 
“Clubs use two and three 
pitchers even in a 4-3 or 3-2 
game,” he said. “The mid- 
die-inning man is, therefore, 
almost as important as the 
late-inning reliever.”

Inevitably, the _ bullpen

New Home 
Starts Up 
30 Per Cent 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPD 
— “Starts up whooping 30 per 
cent.” “General effect on city 
economy very favorable.” 
“Production at all time high.” 
“Outlook most favorable.” 

Such is the gist of reports 
from home builders in 15 cities 
throughout the nation. Queried 
by the National Association of 
Home Builders (NAHB), they 
replied without exception that 
they were building and selling 


more new houses this year than 
last. 

Other evidence that home 
building is giving the economy 
a lift comes in the latest gov- 
ernment reports. Construction 
starts on private non-farm one- 
to-four-family houses in July 
covered 107,300 dwelling units, 
14 per cent more than in July 
1957. 

Projected as an annual rate, 
July starts stood at 1,160,000 
units — the highest for any 
month this year and the fifth 
consecutive monthly increase. 

Money Cheaper, Easier. 

Housing experts attribute the 
pickup to several factors: — 
mortgage money has been 
cheaper and easier to come by 
this year. Interest rates on 
conventional home loans aver- 
age about 5% per cent now, 
compared to about 6 per cent 
a year ago. Lenders are no 
longer strapped down by short 
supply, as was the case before 
the recession set in. 

—Elimination of the 2 per 
cent downpayment on mort- 
gages guaranteed by the Vet- 
erans Administration. The VA 
killed this requirement last 
April as an _ anti-recession 
move. GI mortgages boomed. 

—The special Government 
program begun last April—also 
an anti-recession step—to buy 
federally backed mortgages at 
par. A good portion of the 
increase this year in VA and 
FHA financing is attributed to 
the mortgage buying program. 

In short, there is confidence 
fn Government and industry 
circles that homebuilding in 
1958 will show much improve- 
ment over its so-so perform- 
ance in 1957. Economists here 
talk about 1,100,000 private 
starts this year, compared te 
992,800 last year. 

Bright Side. 

One of the notable develop- 
ments is greater strength in 
the lower-priced end of the 
market. The median price this 
year, according to the NAHB, 
is $14,300, compared to $15,000 
in 1957. The dip reflects more 
building of lower-priced mod- 
els and perhaps some price 
trimming. 

The replies to NAHB’s sur- 
vey were all on the bright 
side. Typical were: 

Minneapolis: “Up 8 per cent. 
Expect better last half than 
first. Best sales $13-$15,000.” 

Los Angeles: “Production up 
about 15 per cent over 1957. 
Balance of ‘58 promises to 
show gains. Best price range 
$11-$18,000. Volume of lower- 
priced homes up about 35 per 
cent.” 

Norfolk, Va.: “Production up 
about 30 per cent. Improve- 
ment expected to hold remain- 
der of year. Best-selling range 
$10-$13,000.” 

Oklahoma City: “Home build- 
fing up 26 per cent compared 
like period last year. General 
effect on whole economy good. 
Outlook for balance year ex- 
cellent. Best-selling range $10- 


: “Starts up whop- 
ing 30 per cent. Low-cost 
fousing increasing steadily.” 
Seattle: “Production up ap- 
geommetely 25 per cent... . 
uch new activity in lower- 
eost housing, $10,500-$13,000.”

Fusarium Wilt 
Wrecking Some 


Tomatoes 


By PAUL M. BERNARD 
County Extension Agent 


Summer garden problems 
crop up each year. This year 
is no exception, as there are 
several diseases causing a lot 
of damage to vegetable crops. 
All of these can be prevented 
if proper precautions are taken. 


has probably ruined many a 


planting in Missouri already 
this year. Since this disease is 
caused by a fungus organism 
that lives in the soil, spraying 
gives no control. The fungus 
enters through the roots of the 
tomA4to, plugs up the water con- 
ducting tubes, and the plant 
gets no water . 

Symptoms of fusarium wilt 
are progressive yellowing and 
dying of the leaves from the 
ground up. If the stems are 
cut at the ground level, a dark- 
ening of the tissue just under 
the “skin” can be seen. Some 
highly-susceptible varieties will 
die in less than a week if 
planted on heavily infected 
soil. Varieties with some re- 
sistance, or where soil is only 
lightly infested, may linger on 
to produce light yields of low- 
quality fruit for the remainder 
of the season. 

If you have this difficulty, 
you have two choices to make 
to prevent its recurrence: lo- 
cate your tomatoes on wilt-free 
soil—sometimes hard to find— 
or plant wilt-resistant varieties. 

We are about one year away 
from releasing high-quality, 
highly-productive, wilt-resist- 
ant varieties of tomatoes from

and, to a lesser extent, on can- 
taloupes. This is a different 
wilt organism than that which 
attacks tomatoes but, it acts 
in the same manner. 

So, if your melon vines rap- 
idly wilt and die this year bet- 
ter plan to plant a wilt-resist- 
ant variety next year. 

Cucumbers and muskmelons 
often rapidly wilt and die. 
Sometimes the whole plant 
goes—other times, only one or 
two of the vines. This condi- 
tion is usually the result of 
a disease called bacterial wilt. 

It’s spread to the melon or 
cucumber by the feeding of 
cucumber beetles. These in- 
sects carry the wilt organism 
in their digestive tracts and 
transmit .the disease during 
feeding. 

To control bacterial wilt, we 
must control the cucumber 
beetles. This means spraying 
or dusting with methoxychlor 
at least once a week from the 
time the seedling appears 
above the ground until one

State Chief Justices’ Group 
Criticizes U.S. Supreme Court

PASADENA, Calif., Aug 23 
—aA resolution and report criti- 
cizing the United States Su- 
preme Court as lacking in ju- 
dicial self-restraint and invad- 
ing the field of legislation was 
adopted by the Conference of 
| Chief Justices today. The vote 
was 36-to-8. 

The action was taken after 
members of a minority jumped 
| to the Court’s defense. 

Chief Justice Charles Alvin 
Jones of Pennsylvania accused 
the Committee on Federal- 
State Relationships as affected 
by Judicial Decisions, headed 
by Chief Judge Frederick W. 
Brune of Maryland, of “beat- 
ing around the bush.” 

Blames Segregation Decision. 

He charged that the real 
basis for the report's com- 
plaints about the Supreme 
Court was no decision men- 
tioned in the committee’s re- 
port. Instead, he declared, it 
was the school segregation 
issue. 

The segregation question, he 
said, was “quietly imbedded in

Little Rock Schools 


Showdown Approaching in Some Areas of South as 
New School Term Opens—Though ‘Hard Core’ 
of Resistance to Supreme Court Ruling Seems / 
Harder, Progress in Nation as a Whole Seen.

N EXT week is back-to-school week 


it showdowns are approathing fast in the two hottest of hot spots in 
the school desegregation picture—the city of Little Rock and the state 


of Virginia. 

At Little Rock there has been no im- 
provement at all in the situation that 
brought federal troops into use one year 
ago. A stay of the latest court order 
in that situation, however, serves to put 
off another explosion of violence. 

In Virginia the prospect is totally dif- 
ferent. There the resistance to admitting 
Negroes into white schools has been kept 
firmly in the hands of the lawyers and 
out of the hands of the mob, But now 
the lawyers too have come to a time of 
decision. 

* ” * 

ELSEWHERE in the broad sweep from 
Texas to Delaware, from Missouri to 
Florida, there are only a few cracks in 
the wall where there were no cracks be- 


fore. In 10 of the 17 states there is 
progress, but in the other seven not 
one bit. The hard core of resistance is 


even harder, fortified with additional last- 
ditch legislation over the last 12 months. 

Nashville, Tenn., which integrated Ne- 
gro pupils in the first grade last year, 
now is putting them into the second grade 
and meanwhile putting more in the first. 
Elsewhere, integration is being effected 
at the towns of Starr and Graham in Ok- 
lahoma, and at Bardstown and in Fulton 
county in Kentucky. Otherwise, in loud 
repetition, the South says “Never!” 

In the four years since the Supreme 
Court decision, 377,517 Negro pupils 
have moved into “integrated situations” 
—in districts where desegregation has 
been at least started. That total is 
up from about 250,000 in June 1956, 
but up not very many thousand from 
last September. 

In Virginia the “massive resistance” 
program is being put to the test by fed- 
eral court orders in three localities. These 
key points are Arlington county, just 
across the Potomac river from Washing- 
ton, and the cities of Norfolk, on the 
coast, and Charlottesville in the interior. 

One legal weapon in the arsenal of 
the Old Dominion is a law providing 
that a white school must close auto- 
matically if a Negro child enrolls and, 
conversely, that a Negro school must 
shut down if a white child enrolls. In 
other words there is to be no integra- 
tion of schools at all. 

In Arlington county 29 Negro pupils 
have applied for enrollment in white 
schools. In Norfolk the number is 15], 
and in Charlottesville, 34. 

No one knows what is going to happen 
but it seems inevitable that some schools 
will have to close. The course of events 
after that is equally uncertain. 

* ~*~ * 

THE CHANCES for disorder were re- 
duced recently when Gov. J. Lindsay Al- 
mond Jr. asserted that assignment of a 
Negro to a white school would be enough 
to prevent its opening. The presence of 
the child would not be necessary to make 
the closing law apply. 

Virginia’s “massive resistance” meas- 
ures were passed by the State Legisla- 
ture in 1956. In addition to the closing 
law here are other major weapons in the 
hands of the state attorney general: 

1—The Pupil Placement Act. This gives 
a state board the authority to assign pu- 
pils to schools —an authority formerly 
held by local school boards. The Act was 
refurbished last January to meet objec- 
tions of federal courts and in its new 
form has not been challenged, 

2—Tuition grants of state and local 
funds for private, non-sectarian education. 

3—A law phrased as follows: “Notwith- 
standing any other provision of law, no 
child shall be required to enroll in or 
attend any school wherein both white and 
colored children are enrolled.” 

“The Pupil Placement Board,” accord- 
ing to the law, “shall enroll each pupil 
in a school in each district so as to pro- 
vide for the orderly administration of 
such public schools, the competent instruc- 
tion of the pupils enrolled, and the 
health, safety and general welfare of such 
pupils.” ; 

Whether the law will stand a final fed- 
eral court test remains to be seen. 

In Arlington county, Norfolk and Char- 
lottesville the summer vacation months 
have brought uneasy legal skirmishing 
and much concern among parents and 
civic groups. They have been looking to 
the day when all would be caught be- 
tween federal law, saying schools must 


be integrated, and state law, saying they |; 


could not. 

The federal courts have given them 
an additional year in which to get 
ready to carry out the mandate of the 
highest court. 

There is special interest in Arlington 
county because of its proximity to Wash- 
ington and the fact that it is the home of 
many government workers, some by no 
means sympathetic to southern attitudes 
wn race. The county school board an- 
nounced a desegregation program in Jan- 
vary 1956, but then the General Assem- 
bly took away the county's right to elect 


Arlington county has a student popula- 
tion of about 23,000, some 7 per cent of 

m Negroes. 
 haitele has 45,000 pupils, about one 
third of them Negro. There Federal 
Judge Walter E. Hoffman declared the 
Pupil Placement Act unconstitutional, 
and the Norfolk school board came up 


in the South, as elsewhere, and with 


groes tested, 60 were found “clearly un- 
suitable,” because they failed to meet 
requirements, and the other 
28 for other reasons. 

In Charlottesville about one-fifth of the 
5000 school children are Negro. There, 
too, a test was set up but the Negroes 
boycotted: it. They sought the backing of 
Federal Judge John Paul but he ruled 
against them, saying he could not assume 
that it was discriminatory. 


The Charlottesville schools are to open 
Sept. 3, those in Arlington Sept. 4 and 
Norfolk Sept. 8. 


In another part of Virginia, Prince Ed- 
ward county, United States District Judge 
Sterling Hutcheson has allowed a seven- 
year delay in the integration program. He 
had refused to set a date, but did so on 
order of the Court of Appeals. 


For some reason that long delay was 
not appealed by the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People. 
It was “not what we wanted,” said Roy 
Wilkins, executive secretary, “but it is a 
ruling which should be regarded as rea- 
sonable by thoughtful men even in the 
so-called hard-core areas. After all, the 
completion would be 11 years after the 
Supreme Court decision, and no one could 
call that haste.” 


The Little Rock question is again be- 
ing handed to the Supreme Court, after 
a brief stop for legal procedures in 
St. Louis, but the final determination 
may not take long. 

Thanks to a stay granted by the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals—a stay of its 
own order that integration proceed at 
Central High School according to plan— 
it appears that the school. will open a 
week from Tuesday as an all white school, 
unless the N.A.A.C.P. is successful in its 
latest move. That move is to request 
Supreme Court Justice Charles Evans 
Whittaker to grant an order removing all

Louis as a full court of seven judges (for 
only the second time in 30 years), re- 
versed Judge Lemley. It said integration 
would have to be carried on and not be 
held up by mob action. 


It was a 6 to 1 decision. In the major- 
ity opinion Judge M. C. Mathes of St.; 
Louis said: “We say the time has not yet 
come in these United States when an or- 
der of a federal court must be whittled 
away, watered down, or shamefully with- 
drawn in the face of violent and unlawful 
acts of individual citizens in opposition 


thereto.”

IN HIS FIRST TRY in politics, at the 
age of 50, Rockefeller has cinched the 
nomination for Governor..

With an earnest 
determination that his grandfather would 
have admired, Nelson traveled most of 
New York’s 62 counties seeking the sup- 
port of the politicians who pick the can- 
didates in this state without a primary. 
And with the help of some able profes- 
sional advisers he pulled it off. 

In the record of this remarkable fam- 
ily there is a great deal of the history 
of our times. Thanks to a complete 
change in emphasis on the responsibil- 
ity for great wealth, aided and abetted 
by some of the most skilled public rela- 
tions experts in the business, the image 
of old John D., as a malefactor of mo- 
nopoly and privilege, has been trans- 
muted into the image of Nelson as the 
warm-hearted, friendly American, eager 
to put himself and his money to the 
best possible use for the good of the 
community. 


He has already demonstrated that, in 
the small towns of upstate New York as 
well as in the crowded streets of Harlem 
and the Bronx, his friendly earnestness 
gets over. While he has been able to call 
on the best professional advice he would 
not have a chance, as other very rich men 
have demonstrated before him, if it were 
not for the image he projects of a good- 
hearted citizen interested in the welfare 
of all.

BOTH ROCKEFELLER and Harriman 
have special advantages. The influence 
of the Rockefeller family in this metrop- 
olis would be hard to exaggerate, Not 
alone in industry, finance, advertising, 
real estate but in art and philanthropy 
it is all-pervasive. As an example, the 
Rockefellers have been principal bene- 
factors of the Urban League, with its 
great contribution in raising the stand- 
ards of Negro life, and they have done 
much to advance higher education for the 
Negro.

Nelson 
has four brothers, each of whom is ap- 
proximately as wealthy as he is, and 
their father, John D. Jr., could perhaps 
be persuaded to chip in a little bit. 


The Rockefeller campaign will count 
heavily on citizens’ committees aligning 
the independent voter as well as on the 
regular Republican organization which is 
in a rather depleted condition. If this is 
a Democratic year, as some of the 
prophets seem to think, then the Rocke- 
feller strategists hope to stress their can- 
didate’s appeal to the voter who does not 
consider himself a party man. The at- 
tack, as Rockefeller has already indi- 
cated, will be against tired old leadership 
and failure to help the state to grow 
industrially.

Third, there was corruption — graft 
throughout the government and nepo- 
tism, the curse of the Middle East, 
where government contracts customarily 
go not to the lowest bidder but to the 
closest relative. 

Finally, the old regime in Iraq was 
repressive. Political parties were dis-

THE FOUR POINTS used to describe 
the Iraq of King Faisal II and Premier 
Nuri Said also fit Iran almost exactly.

A United States diplomat in Teheran 
early last year was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch to justify United States support 
of a regime that suppressed the basic 
freedoms that fhe United States considers 
fundamental to its form of government. 
“Remember, this is the Middle East,” 
the diplomat began. This is the favorite 
opening for a reply to any complaint in 
this part of the world, whether it be a 
remark about conditions of poverty, dis- 
ease or illiteracy or even a protest about 
slow service in a hotel restaurant. 

“You must remember that this is the 
Middle East,” he said. “Of course there 
is political suppression. Of course these 
governments here are not democratic. 
But democracy is not our objective here. 
What we want is political stability, not 
democracy. In this part of the world 
democracy means instability.” 


The diplomat went on to concede that 
American technical assistance involved a 
paradox. The more the living standard 
was raised, he said, the less the stability. 
Improved education and public health, he 
explained, gave rise not to political trac- 
tibility but to frustration, unrest and a 
heightened possibility of revolution. 

Events proved him wrong. Keeping 
the lid on tight, it now can be seen, 
was not the answer.

These diplomats are beginning to think 
that the side in the cold war struggle 
which encourages political freedom and 
national self-determination has a distinct 
advantage. They read events in Iraq as 
clear evidence that the opposite policy 
has failed.

NO DOUBT it would be pleasanter to 
forget the initial United States reaction 
to the Iraqi revolution. Still, in the view 
of some diplomats here, to forget mis- 
takes is to tend to repeat them. 


In deeds, of course, our reaction chiefly 
was concerned with sending troops to 
Lebanon. This action was accompanied by 
some official United States declarations 
which, in the light of subsequent history, 
now have a curious ring as re-read in a 
Middle Eastern setting. 


These statements—by President Eisen- 
hower and by Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles—seemed to be predicated 
on the notion that the revolt in Iraq was 
caused by United Arab League and So- 
viet Russian “indirect aggression.” Send- 
ing of American troops to Lebanon and 
of British troops to Jordan was for the 
purpose of keeping the same sort of “in- 
direct aggression” from succeeding in 
these, and perhaps other Middle Eastern 
places. 


The unreality of this analysis, and per- 
haps the misinformation on which it 
seems to have been based, strikes many 
western diplomats here with force today. 
The “indirect aggression” thesis seems

The County’s Turn Is Right 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read with a great deal of in- 
terest the recent letter, “The 
County's Turn.” 

In my opinion the points dis- 
cussed by “Driver” were certainly 
well taken. 


There is little question that St. 
Louis county needs a thorough 
study and subsequent master traf- 
fic plan, relating to uniformity 
and standardization of such items 
as traffic control devices, parking 
restrictions, pavement markings 
and other matters dealing with 
traffic regulation. 


Certainly the over abundance of 
“stop” signs and unreasonable, 
unrealistic and unenforceable 
speed limits as mentioned by 
“Driver” are two of the most im- 
portant aspects needing attention. 


Presently the St. Louis county 
government has jurisdiction only 
over the unincorporated areas in 
the county. Each of the 97 munic- 
ipalities has control over traffic 
regulations within its city, town 
or village. We have been en- 
couraged in recent months by the 
co-operative spirit of many of 
these municipalities in their ef- 
forts to improve and co-ordinate 
the regulation of traffic on the 
county’s major thoroughfares. 

However, it is obvious that 
area-wide traffic regulation re- 
quires a degree of continuity 
which can only be obtained 
through a single traffic authority 
extending to all parts of the coun- 
ty without regard to the boun- 
daries of the 97 cities, towns and 
villages. 


Both the Board of Freeholders 
committee on primary functions 
and the recent report of the Com- 
mittee on Municipalities and 
Services in St. Louis County have 
acknowledged this fact. Pending 
action on a county-wide network 
of major traffic arteries, the St. 
Louis county division of traffic 
stands ready to assist and co- 
operate with the various munic- 
ipalities in dealing with their in- 
dividual traffic ills.

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Peiping Pro and Con 


The very address of the State Department's 
warning against a Chinese Communist at- 
tack on Quemoy and Matsu illustrates one 
difficulty that arises under the policy of non- 
recognition of Red China. 

Here was a warning intended for Commu- 
nist China but delivered to a member of Con- 
gress from Pennsylvania. Secretary of State 
Dulles could not write to a government which 
he does not recognize; he wrote instead to 
Thomas E. Morgan, chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

For the purpose of stimulating calm and 
rational discussion of a question long mud- 
died by emotional reactions, we publish under 
the cartoon today the essential points of « 
resent Stste Department memorandum to 
American embassies restating the policy of 
nonrecognition. The memorandum evidently 
was intended to stiffen backs for the annual 
debate in the U.N. General Assembly over ad- 
mission of the Peiping regime. 

The State Department makes a case, pre- 
sumably the strongest one possible, but 
thoughtful citizens will agree that there is 
a case for the opposite side as well. 

~ = - 


It is said that we must withhold recognition 
because the Peiping regime is hostile to our 
way of life and engaged in a worldwide con- 
test against us. On the same premise, we 
ought to break relations with Russia and all 
the Moscow satellites. They are no less ideo- 
logically hostile than Peiping, yet we recog- 
nize them. Can we really support the position 
that a government should not be recognized 
unless it is friendly and non-Communist? 

It is said that we must withhold recognition 
in order to deter aggression by Peiping. In 
fact, however, the non-recognition policy did 
not deter Chinese aggression in Korea, and 
there is no reason for supposing that it has 
deterred aggression anywhere else. The Chi- 
nese have refrained from aggression in recent 
years, but their reasons are undoubtedly far 
more military than diplomatic. They could 
and would commit aggression if it suited their 
purposes whether or not they enjoyed recog- 
nition by the United States; and we would 
have to deal with that aggression whether or 
not we recognize them. 

It is said that nonrecognition is essential 


to block Peiping’s drive for a Communist Asia 
by political and subversive means. But how 
realistic is it to assume that the policy has 
that much effect upon actual events? In fact, 
most of the Asian governments we profess to 
be protecting by nonrecognition—india, for 
example—have themselves long since recog- 
nized Peiping. If they can do so without los- 
ing their independence, our policy of non- 
recognition can hardly be essential to their 
national survival. 
* * * 


It is said that recognition would be a blow 
to the United Nations, vitiating if not destroy- 
ing its ‘usefulness as a peace organization. 
But a large number of U.N. members, prob- 
ably a majority, do not agree. If the United 
States were to refrain from exerting pressure 
upon the members, they would undoubtedly 
vote to seat Peiping as a lawful government 
which has ruled China for nine years. How 
can we insist on substituting our own judg- 
ment that this would destroy the U.N. for 
the judgment of the U.N. itself? 


The strongest argument in the memoran- 
dum is that recognition would be a blow to 


Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa regime and to | 


Syngman Rhee’s in Korea. This is undoubted- 
ly true, and we suspect it is the basic and 
controlling reason for American policy. But 
does the support of these two regimes at 
heavy cost contribute enough to American 
vital interests to overbalance what might be 
gained by recognizing Peiping? 


That is the question Americans ought to be 
thinking about. Recognition would not, of 
course, work miracles; for a time, indeed, it 
might well make very little difference in our 
relations with Peiping. But if it came about 
as part of a Far Eastern settlement, would it 
be to our advantage? If it gave Red China 
the opportunity to become less dependent 
upon Moscow, would it be to our advantage? 
If it made Peiping more responsive to the 
pressure of world opinion as expressed by the 
U.N., would it be to our advantage? 

‘Whether such gains would offset whatever 
is gained by supporting the heavily subsidized 
regimes of Formosa and South Korea should 
be frankly and thoughtfully discussed. 


Realizing Laclede’s Prophecy 

Completion of the national memorial on 
the riverfront is more nearly assured today 
than it has been at any time since the 40- 
block area was cleared before the outbreak 
of World War II. The House of Representa- 
tives has adopted the Senate-approved bill 
authorizing a further federal expenditure of 
$12,250,000 for the park and the splendid 
arch which are to commemorate the develop- 
ment of the trans-Mississippi West through 
the gateway of St. Louis. It now is ready 
for President Eisenhower's signature. 


While, in itself, this bill provides no money, 
it is the basis on which funds may be voted 
in later sessions. And it is to be hoped that 
this will be done in a manner to prevent any 
more delays, now that the current grading 
operations have brought an end to the long 
period in which the Government’s unkept 
promise left St. Louis—which had done its 
part promptly—with an eyesore just where 
it should be most attractive to its citizens and 
its visitors. 

Thanks to the St. Louis delegation in Con- 
gress, Senators Hennings and Symington and 
Representatives Sullivan, Curtis and Karsten, 
Congress now has recognized its obligation, 
and Americans everywhere may begin to 
count on seeing that about which they have 
dreamed so long. No single incident in our 
history was more seminal than President 
Jefferson’s “unconstitutional” purchase of the 
vast Louisiana territory for a mere $15,000,- 
000 from a frustrated Napoleon. The French- 
man’s scheme for an American empire had 
been thwarted by Toussaint L’Ouverture and 
the Haitian Negroes whose courageous resist- 
ance to re-enslavement ate up the regiments 
with which the Corsican had planned to hold 
the Mississippi and all the territory beyond. 
The exploration of that wilderness by Lewis 
and Clark, Zebulon Pike and those who came 
after, and its settlement and development 
by those who followed the trail blazed by 
Boone and the invitations to immigration 
from Gottfried Duden, demand this shining 
marker. 

For St. Louis, the resumption of this work 
and the construction of a new federal office 
building which will complete the Memorial 
Plaza’s border of public buildings should be 
a new inspiration to get on with its rehabili- 
tation, to materialize the prophecy of its 
founder, Laclede, who said that he had be- 
gun the building of what would be “one of 
the most beautiful cities of America.”

This is the time when all good Congress- 
men come to the aid of the national debt 
limit. As so often in the past, Congress had 
to raise the limit in its last-minute rush to 
go home, this time from 280 to 288 millions. 

One of the absurdities of the debt limit is 
that it does not really limit. On rare occa- 
sions when spending has purposely been kept 
within this arbitrary ceiling, the Government 
has had to neglect its interests, as in the 1957 
defense cuts. But more often the necessities 
of public policy have overruled the fond hope 
of Congress that it can hold down the debt 
by putting a legal lid on it. 

Congress could effectively limit debt by ex- 
ercising strict control over expenditures. The 
debt limit itself ought to be eliminated, not 
extended. It is largely an inconclusive fiction 
featuring repeated new installments. 


Case of the 40 Silver Ingots 


It is unfortunate that Sherlock Holmes, the 
greatest detective ever created by pen, pencil 
or typewriter, is not at hand to assist Scotland 
Yard with a most perplexing theft. As the 
incomparable Holmes might say, “there has 
been a bad business” in connection with 40 
silver ingots valued at $28,000. Scotland 
Yard, baffled and chins down, appears unable 
to recover the stolen silver or to find any 
clue to how the theft was committed. 

On the night of Aug. 16,'a fast train left 
London for Harwich with 73 silver ingots 
double locked and triple sealed within a goods 
wagon. The ingots were part of a consign- 
ment to a silversmith in Vienna. When the 

oods wagon reached the east coast port of 
arwich, where the silver was to be placed 
on a ship, customs men found 40 of the ingots

missing. Yet the wagon and its locks and 
seals were intact. There just simply was no 
clue—or so Scotland Yard says. 


What a setting for the appearance of the 
long, lean, sharp-faced Holmes and his puffy, 
stubby companion, Dr. Watson! Scotland Yard 
might be baffled, and all the private eyes that 
infest television screens, too, but not the in- 
eluctable Holmes. A check at the London 
end and another at Harwich and the gaunt 
man in the low-crowned deerstalker hat would 
have had enough clues to round up some un- 
savory scoundrels. “Elementary, my 
dear Watson, elementary.” 


First on the Agenda 


On one day Russian Foreign Minister Gro- 
myko says summit talks are even more ad- 
visable following U.N. agreement on a Middle 
East policy. On the next day the United 
States, Britain and France urge Russia to re- 
new preliminary discussion of a summit 
meeting. 

If this kind of mutual prodding led direc- 
tly to the summit, the big powers would have 
been there before now. 


The U.N.’s Middle East debate showed, 
however, that both sides in the cold war 
wanted a summit meeting on their own propa- 
ganda terms. Neither side was ready to dis- 
cuss substantive issues. Finally the Arab 
states themselves located a possible way out 
of the Middle East dilemma. 


There is a moral in the abortive attempt 
to create a summit meeting within the U.N. 
That moral concerns the advantages of work- 
ing from the particular to the general—of 
trying to reach some definite agreement, 
however minor, before demanding a compre- 
hensive settlement of the cold war. 


In this respect the new American-British 
proposal for a one-year suspension of nuclear 
weapons tests offers an opportunity for prog- 
ress that is anything but minor. Unless it is 
surrounded by too many conditions, the pro- 
posal can lead to definite agreement. 


The Western plan retains the idea that nu- 
clear suspension should be conditioned by 
progress on general disarmament. Russia has 
objected to this idea in the past. Congress- 
man Holifield of California now contends that 
this condition would defeat the effort to ban 
nuclear tests. 


If a discussion of nuclear suspension can 
lead to disarmament measures, the whole 
world will applaud. But a ban on nuclear 
tests is by itself a desirable condition in the 
eyes of an anxious world. By itself it offers 
a possible first step toward agreement that 
would promote disarmament and peace. A 
summit conference has to begin somewhere, 
and a nuclear best bar offers a constructive 
beginning. 


Gunboats to Iceland 


Gunboat diplomacy apparently is not as ob- 
solete as it was supposed to be. Vessels of the 
Royal Navy are accompanying the British 
trawlers which have put out of Hull and 
Grimsby to challenge Iceland’s 12-mile fishing 
limit when it goes into effect Sept. 1. The 
Icelanders declare that they will regard a vio- 
lation as an act of war. Since they have no 
armed forces, this might be regarded as a 
Gilbert and Sullivan situation. Yet it is se- 
rious. 

Other NATO governments—and especially 
the United States—are concerned because it 
could lead to Iceland’s withdrawal from the 
mutual defense organization and a request 
for the evacuation of American air installa- 
tions on the island. Other North Atlantic 
fishing nations, notably Norway and West 
Germany, have announced that they will not 
challenge the 12-mile zone, and in London 
diplomats are urging compromise. The Rus- 
sians, of course, have taken their usual ad- 
vantage by granting the Icelanders a $3,000,- 
000 loan. 

It is just possible that the housewives of 
Britain’s Cheap Food League may have the 
last word. They have taken Iceland’s side 
xgainst the British fishermen, and are de- 
manding the lowering of the barrier against 
importation of fish caught by Icelanders. Per- 
haps new orders will go out to the gunboats 
and the trawlers after London counts its fish- 
ermen and its women spurned.

The Case Against Recognizing China 


The State Department's Argument: from a Recent Memorandum to U.S. Embassies 


The basic considerations on which 
United States policy toward China 
rests are twofold. 

First, the Soviet bloc, of which 
Communist China is an important 
part, is engaged in a long-range 
struggle to destroy the way of life 
of the free countries of the world 
and bring about the global dominion 
of Communism. The Chinese Com- 
munists have made no secret of their 
fundamental hostility to the United 
States and the free world as a whole 
nor of their avowed intention to ef- 
fect their downfall. Today their defi- 
ance of, and attacks on, the non- 
Communist world have reached a 
level of intensity that has not been 
witnessed since the Korean war. 

The second basic factor is that 
East Asia is peculiarly vulnerable. 

The Chinese Communist leaders 
have shown by their words and acts 
that they are not primarily inter- 
ested in promoting the welfare of 
their. people while living at peace 
with their neighbors. Their primary 
purpose is to extend the Communist 
revolution beyond their borders to 
the rest of the world. 

Mao-tse-tung, himself, has said 
that his regime’s policy is “to give 
active support to the national inde- 
pendence and liberation movements 
in countries in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America.” 


Policy to Deter Aggression 
/ 


That these are not empty words 
was shown by Chinese Communist 
aggression in Korea and the pro- 
vision of arms and other assistance to 
the Communist rebels in Indochina. 


United States policy in Asia, as 
elsewhere in the world, is to pro- 
mote the domestic welfare and to 
strengthen the independence of free 
nations. Because of the proximity 
of many Asian nations to mainland 
China, this can be done only if the 
Communist threat is neutralized. 


The first need of United States 
policy in the Far East is to deter 
Communist aggression, also the free 
nations would be in grave danger of 
succumbing to Communist pressures 
before they had gathered ' the 
strength with which to resist them. 
The United States has sought to ac- 
complish this by military assistance 
to the nations directly in the path of 
Chinese Communist expansion — Ko- 
rea, Taiwan and Vietnam—and by a 
system of mutual defense arrange- 
ments with other nations of the area. 


We have been successful in this 
effort and since 1954 the Communists 
have not been able to make further 
gains through the open use of mili- 
tary force. 


Case for Non-Recognition 


Efforts to halt further Communist 
expansion cannot be confined to mili- 
tary deterrence alone. Counter- 
measures against Chinese Communist 
subversion and political infiltration 
are equally necessary. This is espe- 
cially so as, since 1955 Peiping has 
increasingly resorted to propaganda, 
subversion, ‘“people’s diplomacy,” 
and political maneuvering in its deal- 
ings with the Asian neighbors. Pei- 

ing seeks to win by this means what 
tt apparently does not dare attempt 
through military conquest. 

In the effort to block Peiping’s at- 
tempts to extend Communist rule in 
Asia the withholding of diplomatic 
recognition is an important factor. 
Tke extension of diplomatic recogni- 
tion by a great power normally car- 
ries with it not only increased access 
to international councils but en- 
hances international standing and 
prestige as well. 

Denial of recognition, on the other 
hand, is a positive handicap to the 
regime affected and one which makes 
it that much the more difficult for it 
to. pursue its foreign policies with 


success. One basic purpose of United 
States nonrecognition of Commu- 
nist China is to deny it these advan- 
tages and to that extent limit its 
ability to threaten the security of 
the area. 


In the case of China there are spe- 
cial considerations which influence 
United States policy with regard to 
recognition. For one thing, although 
the Chinese Communists have seized 
the preponderant bulk of China, they 
have not completed their conquest of 
the country. 


The generally recognized legiti- 
mate government of China continues 
to exist and in Taiwan is steadily de- 
veloping its political, economic and 
military strength. The Government 
of the Republic of China controls the 
strategic island of Taiwan and 
through its possession of a sizable 
military force—one of the largest on 
the side of the free world in Asia— 
presents a significant deterrent to 
renewed Chinese Communist aggres- 
sion. 

Recognition of Communist China 
by the United States would seriously 
cripple, if not destroy altogether, that 
government. On the other hand, 
continued United States recognition 
and support of the Republic of China 
enables it to challenge the claim of 
the Chinese Communists to represent 
the Chinese people and keeps alive

the hopes of those Chinese who are 
determined eventually to free their 
country of Communist rule. 


Recognition of Communist China 
by the United States would have an 
adverse effect on the other free gov- 
ernments of Asia which could be dis- 
astrous to the cause of the free world 
in that part of the world. Those na- 
tions which are closely allied to the 
United States and are striving to 
maintain their independence on the 
perimeter of Chinese Communist 
power, especially Korea and Viet- 
nam, would be profoundly confused 
and demoralized. 

They would interpret such action 
as abandonment of their cause by the 
United States. They might reason 
that their only hope for survival lay 
in desperate measures, not caring 
whether these threatened the peace 
of the area and the world. 


Many governments further removed 
from the borders of China would see 
in American recognition of Commu- 
nist China the first step in the with- 
drawal of the United States from the 
Far East.

Communist subversion through these 
overseas communities would arise. 

Still another factor which must be 
considered in the case of China is the 
effect which recognition of the Com- 
munist regime would have on the 
United Nations. Recognition of Pei- 
ping by the United States would 
inevitably lead to the seating of Pei- 
ping in that body. In the view of 
the United States this would vitiate, 
if not destroy, the United Nations as 
an instrument for the maintenance 
of international peace. 

The Korean conflict was the first 
and most important effort to halt ag- 
gression through collective action in 
the United Nations. For Communist 
China, one of the parties t 
which the effort of the United Na- 
tions was directed, to be seated in 
the United Nations while still wun- 
purged of its aggression and defying 
the will of the United Nations in 
Korea, would amount to a confession 
of failure on the part of the United 
Nations and would greatly reduce the 
prospects for future successful action 
pd the United Nations against aggres- 
sion. 


Peiping and the U.N. 


Moreover, the Republic of China 
is a Charter member in good standing 
of the United Nations and its repre- 
sentatives there have contributed im- 
portantly to the constructive work of 
that organization. If the representa- 
tives of the Chinese Communist 
regime were to be seated in their 
place and given China’s veto in the 
Security Council, the ability of that 
body in the future to discharge the 
responsibility it has under the Char- 
ter for the maintaining of interna- 
tional peace and security would be 
seriously impaired. 

Those who advocate recognition df 
the Chinese Communists often as- 
sume that by the standards of inter- 
national laws applied to such cases 
the Peiping regime is “entitled” to 
diplomatic recognition. In the view 
of the United States, diplomatic rec- 
ognition is a privilege and not a 
right. Moreover, this Government 
considers that diplomatic recognition 
is an instrument of national policy 
which it is both its right and its duty 
to use in the enlightened self-interest 
of the nation. , 

However, there is reason to doubt 
that even by the tests often cited in 
international law the Chinese Com- 
munist regime qualifies for diplo- 
matic recognition. It does not rule 
all China, and there is a substantial 
force in being which contests its 
claim to do so. 


Commitments Go Unhonored 


The Chinese Communist party 
which holds mainland China in its 
grip is a tiny minority comprising 
less than 2 per cent of the Chinese 
people, and the regimentation, brutal 
repression and forced sacrifices that 
have characterized its rule have re- 
sulted in extensive ‘popular unrest. 
To paraphrase Thomas Jefferson's 
dictum, this regime certainly does 
not represent “the will of the popu- 
lace, substantially declared.” 

Finally, it has shown no intention 
to honor its international obligations. 
One of its first acts was to abrogate 
the treaties of the Republic of China 
except those it chose to continue. On 
assuming power it carried out a vir- 
tual confiscation without compersa- 
tion of the properties of fore‘gn 
nationals, including immense British 
investments notwithstanding the

THE WORD ‘‘IDENTIFICA-

THE LAST YEAR OF THOMAS MANN, 
by Erika Mann.

THERE HAVE BEEN, and are, 
conflicting opinions about Thomas 
Mann, of course. Like nearly all fa- 
mous men, he irradiated admirers and 
irritated detractors. Some of the com- 
mentary about him is at best ill-in- 
formed, and recalls the remark made 
by his sensitive fellow-German Rainer 
Maria Rilke: “Fame is the sum total 
of all misunderstandings circulated 
about a person.” 

This is a world of labels, and Thomas 
Mann was given his share: “the Old 
Warlock,” “the Old Arch-Egoist,” “a 
High Wind over Pedantry,” “crotchety 
and verbose old Thomas Mann,” “the 
Autocrat of the Escritoire,” ‘“‘Goethe in 
Hollywood,” etc. But no label, carping 
or cordial, could embrace all his quali- 
ties and powers. Novelist and essayist, 
philosopher and humanist, he was a 
Weltbuerger in the finest Goethean 
sense. To his actress-author daughter 
Erika he was “The Magician,” who 
worked his sorceries both as kind and 
loving father and as dedicated, surpass- 
ing writer. 

Elsewhere — eg., the “Atlantic 
Monthly” for April: 1939—Erika Mann, 
with her brother Klaus, has painted a 
glowing picture of the atmosphere of 
her father’s household, with its feeling 
of spiritual responsibility, its quiet dis- 
cipline of work, its regularity of life, 
its cheerfulness and calm, the gravity 
(always tinged with irony) which was 
peculiar to “TM,” along with his ur- 
bane kindliness. He read beautifully, 
and played the violin beautifully; he 
made such fine sketches that “he ought 
to have been an artist.” He was in the 
highest degree “amusable.” As a writer 
avho was intensely concerned with “op- 
posites,” “polarities,” he was quite a 
mixture himself; but as a pater familias 
he was tenderly memorable. 


WHEN HE DIED, just past his 
eightieth birthday, on Aug. 12 three 
years ago, the roster of active geniuses 
in the world was markedly diminished. 
In writing this brief but moving account 
of his last year his daughter is not 
opening a door on filially sentimental 
genuflection. Her declared wish is 
mply “to talk about him—just that— 
bout his plans, the story of his last 
year, the record of his last days and 
hours.” He had said once, years be-

“A great cloud of anxiety and melan- 
choly overshadows my latter days.”

ONE OF THE LATTER was cor- 
recting the galley proofs of his joyous 
last novel, “The Confessions of Felix 
Krull, Confidence Man.” He was also 
at work on an exhaustive, self-revealing 
essay on Anton Chekhov (read later to 
the Zurich Authors’ Society).

Here it behooves us to remember 
what magnificent manifestations of the 
human spirit that work gave forth. In 
the words of Monica Mann, a younger 
daughter, “Work is his saintly friend 
from whom he will never part. ... 
When he writes, life belongs to him. 
He hunts it like an eagle and dips its 
pen into its blood, But he does it out 
of love.” 

In this last year he made many pub- 
lic appearances besides those for which 
he prepared his lapidary essays. He 
visited Lubeck, and made his final rec-

opportunities to make public appear- 
ances as a singer. Most of her free 
time, however, is spent with a Bohe- 
mian coterie surrounding the person of 
Giles Revelstoke, a young composer. 

Monica's relationship with Revelstoke 
undergoes several transformations. She 
is his pupil, then his mistress and then 
his patroness; and in none of these 
roles nor in all of them combined is 
she ever treated as anything more than 
a convenience. Revelstoke epitomizes 
the self-centeted artist who believes 
that no sacrifice — of others — is too 
great if it stokes the fires of his self- 
esteem. He is a fascinating character 
and Monica’s passionate devotion in the 
first stages of their romance is entirely 
believable. 

But as Monica grows in sensibility 
she also matures in judgment and it 
is simply unbelievable that she could 
have remained loyal in the face of his 
insults, his callousness, his maniacal 
egotism and his affected attitudinizing. 
It is nodt pertinent to argue that many 
a high-minded woman has wasted her 
love on an unworthy object. In this 
instance it is not consistent with her 
character as presented. 


THE AUTHOR’S SUCCESS 
with the other members of his cast 
makes this central figure all the more 
unsatisfactory. Beginning with the 
Bridgetowers and the Galls back in 
Canada Mr. Davies brings each of his 
characters into a sharp focus and in- 
vests the surrounding events with a 
pulsing vitality. The discussions of 
music are informed and sensible with- 
out being unbearably erudite. The hu- 
man aspects of the novel’s many scenes 
in Canada, London, Wales and Venice— 
are equally plausible. 

Mr. Davies is a writer of wide range 
and as interesting in the expression of 
ideas as in his high spirited humor.

onciliation with this old city of his 
birth (the ‘“Kaisersaschern” of his

She shows her realization, 
it seems to me, of the truth expressed 
by another writer: “It took some time 
for us to perceive that we had under- 
estimated Mann and that in dying when 
he did, in full possession of his wits, 
with genius and energy unimpaired, he 
had managed to achieve what Yeats 
says bitterly no men achieve—‘a finish 
worthy of the start.’” 


ERIKA MAN N’S illustrious father 
manifested a lifelong concern with “the 
humanized mystery we call man.” A 
deserter from the family business to 
the kingdom of art, he wielded lan- 
guage transcendently to convey his pro- 
found conviction that “in the word is 
involved the unity of mankind.” This 
taut and frugal memoir is, I hope, the 
promise of a longer work to-come—a 
full-length biography of a great artist 
by one of his understanding Inner 
Circle, as much worth doing as was 
Marie Curie’s biography by her daugh- 
ter Eve. 

The words of Hermann Hesse in his 
funeral address for his superlative con- 
temporary are apropos here: “In deep 
sorrow I bid farewell to the dear friend 
and great colleague, the master of Ger- 
man prose, who despite all his honors 
and triumphs was misunderstood by 
many. The qualities that underlay his 
irony and his mastery of technique— 
his great heart, his loyalty, his sense of 
responsibiilty, and his capacity for af- 
fection—were for decades completely 
misinterpreted by the German public, 
but those are the qualities that will 
keep his work and his memory alive 
far beyond the span of our perplexed 
age.”

AGNES BOULTON WALKED into Eugene O'Neill's 
life one cold winter’s night in 1917. She had left her New 
England farm home when her first marriage had ended un- 
happily.

When Gene walked back with her 
to her hotel that night she doesn’t remember what he said 
but she does remember that as he left he said in a voice 
that was low but sure: “I want to spend every night of my 
life from on with YOU. I mean this. Every night of 
my life.” 

Haphazard as their love affair was in its beginning, it 
remained much the same after they bowed to convention 
and got married, which happened the following spring. It 
was only then that Agnes learned about Gene’s first marriage, 
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which, like hers, had been an impulsive affair and had ended 


in divorce but had left him father of a son, Eugene Jr. 


O’NEILL AT THE TIME WAS LIVING a typi- 
cal Greenwich Village life, eating little and drinking much. 
He was subsisting on a $15 weekly allowance from his actor- 
father James O’Neill and such pittances as his plays earned. 
Success was, however, beginning to come his way and he and 
Agnes got along pretty well, helped by what she was able 
to make from her own writing. 

This volume brings the story of their life together down 
to the birth of their first child, Shane, in October 1919, 
during which time O’Neill wrote “Beyond the Horizon,” his 
first full-length play and his first Pulitzer prizewinner. In 
truth, it is part of a long story. For if Miss Boulton requires 
a volume of 330 pages to tell the story of less than two years, 
how many volumes will she require to complete it? That 
is to say, to bring it down another 10 years, to her divorce 
in 1929, which presumably will end it. 

SHE IS A GOOD WRITER in that she knows how to 
put words together—surprisingly good in fact, for one 
trained on the pulps. But her book is as disorganized as 
her life with Gene was. Its form is that of one long 
ramble of an astonishingly acute memory. How many of 
us, I wonder, after a lapse of 40 years, could recall the 
many details and moments here so vividly recorded? One 
could almost say it reads more like fiction than autobiography. 

In explanation the author says: “I haven’t thought of any 
of this for a long time; therefore it is perhaps more clear, 
like a coin that has been buried in the rushing channel of 
a river and comes up brighter for being submerged.” Yes, 
perhaps. But may it not be, too, that that memory has 
been improved by the fact that Eugene O’Neill became 
recognized as the greatest playwright of the age, thus 
providing a ready-made market for such recollections as 
these? What greater spur does the memory need than that? 


A VIVID PICTURE OF O’NEILL does, however, 
emerge from Miss Boulton’s pages. We are shown him as 
a man of extreme moods—not only dark in complexion but 
generally saturnine in temper, only occasionally gay and 
happy. His desire for complete solititude most of the time 
amounted to a phobia. She relates his happiness during 
the summer spent in a lonely retreat among the sand dunes 
of Cape Cod, with only her there to minister to his physical 
needs. She describes, too, the prolonged drinking bout that 
followed their return to New York. 

Miss Boulton tells her story simply without mawkish- 
ness. She refrains from either sentimentalizing or criti- 
cising her former husband.

Manhattan’s Hell’s Kitchen.

THIS EVIL OLD WORLD NEVER has had a. 
greater concentration of crime, corruption, poverty, vice 


and violence than existed in a few square blocks of New _. 


York City in the last half of the nineteenth century and the 
early 1900s. The malignant area encompassed neighborhoods 
known as Hell’s Kitchen, Chelsea and the Tenderloin. 

In the hands of a social worker this history of Manhattan's 
lower West Side might have been one of unrelieved sordid- 


ness. But it becomes sheer entertainment in the Hearstian — 


prose of Richard O’Connor, a veteran writer for the New 
York Journal-American. His is an intimate chronicle, which 
he gathers from newspaper files, books and pamphlets and 
barreom interviews. 

The Hell’s Kitchen district, where many of America’s early 
immigrants settled, probably was at its lowest ebb in the 
1870s. Some 10,000 homeless children under 14 years of 
age roamed the streets, begging, robbing and even killing in 
order to survive. They slept where they could and joined 
together in street gangs which were dominated by Fagins. 
NEW YORK IN 1871 WAS ESTIMATED to have 
30,000 professional thieves, 20,000 prostitutes, 2000 gambling 
joints and more than 7500 saloons.- Its free-spending high 
society included such nondescript characters as war profiteers, 
crooked politicians, saloon keepers, pimps. Leaders in the 
social life were people like Madame Killer, the notorious. 
abortionist, and “Jubilee Jim” Fisk, who kept his fancy - 
concubine, Josie Mansfield, on the Erie Railroad payroll at 
$1000 a month. 

The West Side’s street gangs were bred in such well-named 
avenues as Poverty Lane and Misery Row. O’Connor provides. 
thumbnail descriptions of many of the gang leaders, including 
Dutch Heinrich, an early Willie Sutton, who had “inno- 
cent blue eyes, a bland manner and the stickiest fingers in 
New York.” ' 

In Heinrich’s time, O’Connor relates, New York policemen. . 
were “a slovenly lot, resembling a defeated Balkan army.” 
Members of the force entered Hell’s Kitchen in fear and 
trepidation, fair game for the brick-throwing citizens. Some 
police heroes emerged, however. One, John McCullagh, - 
was so incorruptible he lasted only a year as chief of police:---

IN A STORY that most 
people have read—‘“The Gift 
of the Magi”—O. Henry tells 
of a devoted turn-of-the-cen- 
tury couple.

In a prose as plain 
as the author can make it 
and in dialogue that is con- 
Sistently banal, the writer 
gives us sections of modern 
lives; a blend of New York 
today and tarnished memo- 
ries of the South. | 

Criswell shows us a de- 
mented, self-centered old 
woman refusing to believe 
that her hair has turned 
gray, refusing to recognize 
her own face in a mirror. 
He shows us a wealthy wife 
playing a cautious Lady 
Bountiful to a fresh-air youth 
from the city. He reproduces 
the non-stop monologue of a 


good woman whose Streetcar’ 


Named Desire jangles as 
hopelessly as Blanche’s. He 
tells us of the friendship be- 
tween a neglected boy and a 
tramp who lives at the side 
of a river. 

These and the other per- 
sons of Criswell's storiés find 
themselves—with the pathos 

nightmare rather than 
ordinary life—suddenly at 


_ the mercy of life or of each 


other; and neither mercy is 
gentle. Children come not 
trailing clouds of glory; they 
hold out their hands for the 
soot to descend—they learn 
to breathe the smog. Adult 
life is a desperate monologue 
in which one links cliche of 
language to banality of feel- 
ing and pretends that the 
soot and smog are not there 
after all. Criswell’s work—in 
a more virulent form—gives 
us the image of reality that 
readers and editors of the 
better magazines accept as 
correct. 


PERHAPS AFAR CRY 
from O. Henry, who was 
cheerful even though life 
was ironical— whose cheer- 
fulness actually drew support 
from the grotesque chances 
of daily life; serious meaning 
was usually negated blandly 
by the non-sequitur of the 


ending. But, as Mr, Criswell’s _ 


publishers point out, the 
author of these stories is also 
an in the startling end- 
ing. Qs the artfully pre- 


pared shock at the end of 
each Criswell story is quite 
in accord with the view we 
take of ourselves in the 
fifties. 


The ironies of the magi 
are still with us; but—we 
and Mr. Criswell know— 
these are nothing to the 
deeper ironies that rise from 
the depths of our own 
natures. The contrived shack 
shows us the cause of the 
madwoman’s fantasy, the in- 
cipient perversion in the re- 
lation between the lonely boy 
and his tramp-friend, the 
“goddess of mercy” complex 
in the wealthy woman’s kind- 
ness to the city boy. 

Wonderfully simple and 
wonderfully deft, Criswell 
substitutes acid for the milk 
of human kindness in O. 
Henry. But as with O. Henry, 
Criswell shows us humanity 
waiting for something to 
turn up. Not from event, 
which may be good or bad. 
But from the depths of the. 
ego itself. And we all w 
what that is like. <

CURTAIN TIME IN FOREST 
P K, by Marvin E, 
Holderness. (St. Louis 
Municipal Opera, 143 
pgs., $3.) 

THE FORTIETH anni- 
versary of the St. Louis Mu- 
nicipal Opera is an appro- 
priate time to look forward 
and backward. Its future, 
when one has made the 
necessary allowances for the 
general uncertainty of hu- 
man affairs, could hardly be 
better. The organization's 
general manager, Paul Beis- 
man, is one of the ablest 
showmen in the United States 
and its directing boards have 
shown a commendable zeal 
in maintaining the institu- 
tion as a live theater in all 
its aspects. 


The past, however, is 
necessarily the chief concern 
of the historian who in this 
instance is Marvin E. Holder- 
ness, for many years a direc- 
tor of the Municipal Opera 
and now an honorary direc- 
tor for life. 


After such a long associa- 
tion with this unique institu- 
tion Mr. Holderness could be 
expected to strike an atti- 
tude of parental fondness. His 
book, however, is not in- 
tended as a sentimental evo- 
eation. It is primarily a rec- 
ord and as it has been as- 
sembled in both a thorough 
and an orderly way it should 
become a valuable reference 
work. 


The first theatrical per- 
formance ever given on the 
present site of the Municipal 
Opera was Shakespeare’s “As 
You Like It” with Margaret 
Anglin as star. Although 
the theater consisted of noth- 
ing more than a greenhsward 
flanked by two immense trees 
the promoters of the produc- 


tion—the Pageant Drama As- _ 


sociation, the Advertising 
Club and the embryonic Mu- 
nicipal Theater Association— 
sensed its possibilities.

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Museum’s American Pain tings on View 


Seldom-Seen Works Re-installed for Extended Showing 


By GEORGE McCUE 

- FOR THE FIRST TIME in many 
months, the City Art Museum’s col- 
lection of American painting is back 
on the walls, this time for an extended 
run until November. 

Hurry! Hurry! Hurry! This is the 
major collection of American painters’ 
and sculptors’ works that the people of 
St. Louis own but seldom see. It ranges 
from colonial times to the present, and 
it offers a panorama of both history and 
art that is uniquely our own—our 
people, our land, our developing culture. 

The collection is bigger than the 
space available to house it. There are 
nearly 300 works, of which only about 
140 can be put on view atatime. This 
is fairly typical of museums generally, 
for most of them add to their collections 
steadily, and to their buildings inter- 
mittently. In its own peculiar way, this 
might be termed a healthy condition, for 
it is a process of natural growth. 

However, the City Art Museum has 
the additional complication that its so- 
called American galleries do double 

.duty as exhibition space for major visit- 
ing shows. Since there is a regular 
turnover of these, the American works, 
many of them outstanding and some of 
them matchless, are kept for more of 
thé time in the basement storage room 
than they are on exhibition. Hence, 
their emergence into the light of day 
is an event worth noting, and the exhibi- 
tion one to be counted among the year’s 
best shows. 

ST. LOUIS OWNS a number of 
paintings from the colonial period, the 
most celebrated being Thomas Green- 
wood’s “Sea Captains Carousing in Su- 
rinam,” an exceedingly rare example of 
eighteenth century genre painting by an 
American artist. 

Greenwood, Massachusetts - born, 
painted in Boston for a number of years, 
spent several years in Surinam, and

ended up as a successful art dealer in 
London. This painting of roistering 
ships’ masters, says E. P. Richardson in 
his book “Painting in America,” is the 
“only surviving work to remind us that 
our New England ancestors were, after 
all, compatriots of Hogarth.” 

Two other paintings of outstanding 
interest from the same period are John 
Singleton Copley’s portraits of Thaddeus 
Burr and his wife, Eunice Dennie Barr, 
painted about 1764. Copley, born in 
1738, was 11 years younger than Green- 
wood, from whom he learned some of 
the rudiments of his art. The Burr 
portraits were painted in 1757-8, about 
six years after Greenwood did the “Sea 
Captains.” 


Copley is another kind of realistic 

artist than the heartily pictorial Green- 
wood. Copley’s realism, in some 300 
portraits done in this country, is in his 
characterization and in the details of 
costume and furnishings. Most Copley 
portraits have a notably subjective qual- 
ity, and that is prominent in the large 
Burr oils, each about four by three feet. 
Despite the dress of a period long past 
and a baroque elegance of presentation 
—enough, in itself, in lesser works to in- 
terpose a barrier between subject and 
viewer—there is a closeup warmth and 
intimacy in these works that at once 
makes itself felt. 
COPLEY’S SUBJECTS here 
were, like most of his patrons, well- 
placed people in colonial society. Burr 
and his wife owned large inherited 
estates at Fairfield, Conn., where Burr 
held public office and was a delegate to 
the Hartford Convention that voted to 
ratify the Constitution. He was an ac- 
tive leader in the Revolution. 

The Burrs were close friends of John 
Hancock, who lived on Beacon Hill in 
Boston. Hancock was married to Doro- 
thy Quincy at the Burr home. The por- 
trait artist Copley was Hancock's next 
door neighbor. 

Copley required numerous long sit- 

tings of his subjects. He worked directly 
on canvas, without preliminary draw- 
ings. One woman, who had sat through 
some 15 six-hour painting sessions, 
peeped at the canvas one day, when 
Copley had left the room, and found 
the painting all rubbed out. However, 
the artist had solved his problems by 
then, and the finished work wag con- 
sidered worth the trouble. 
THERE WERE NO art schools in 
colonial America, but there were people 
who became painters through the im- 
perative urgings of their own talent. 
Usually, they had contact with other 
painters, but their main study of pre- 
ceding art works was from mezzotints 
and other engravings that copied clas- 
sical paintings and works of European 
contemporaries. 

Copley’s widowed mother had married 
Peter Pelham, an engraver, and Copley 
grew up surrounded by pictures. He 
studied the works of several Boston 
painters—principally Joseph Blackburn, 


John Greenwood and John Smibert— 
but his skill, his insight and his highly 
developed taste were, by and large, 
products of his own zeal. 

E. -P. Richardson characterizes the 

early American painting style, brought 
over by migrant European artists and by 
engraved reproductions, as a baroque 
style. At its best, in Europe, it com- 
bined classical lucidity, ease and econ- 
omy of means; the remnants of it 
brought to America had lost much of its 
imaginative glow, retaining, however, its 
large and handsome decorative quali- 
ties. In the American tidewater centers 
of culture, painting took on a lighter, 
gayer, more intimate phase that Richard- 
son terms rococo. Copley took this still 
rather empty style and put the breath 
of life in it. 
HE KEEPS A TOUCH of the tra- 
ditional in the classical relief figure of 
the Burr portrait, and he presents his 
subjects in the same kind of elaborate 
costume associated with French court 
paintings. But Burr is given very ‘per- 
sonal qualities through his casual hand- 
in-pocket attitude and through the very 
evident projection of a personality. Mrs. 
Burr, likewise, is placed in a rather in- 
formal attitude; even the suggestion of 
a double chin ig duly, but rather charm- 
ingly, reported. 

Copley wanted to study in Europe, as 
had Benjamin West of Philadelphia, 
whom Copley apparently envied. Finally, 
he went, settling in England shortly 
before the Revolution. Later, his family 
joined him there and, although their 
sympathies were with the colonies, they 
never returned. In London, Copley took 
up themes of heroism and devotion in a 
number of narrative paintings. His 
portrait style began to take on European 
mannerisms, to express the formal ex- 
terior rather than the inner character. 
Generally, they are not up to those of 
his American period, which is shown at 
its peak in the Burr portraits.

National Purpose 


Huston Smith Looks for the Meaning of American Life 


BY DONALD GRANT 
HUSTON SMITH is a remarkably 
homely young man who has turned into 
a successful career what a good many 
Americans consider a waste of time, if 
no worse. He has been engaged in 
seeing as clearly as possible what goes 
on around him, in reading books, talk- 
ing to a variety of people on many 
different subjects — and in trying to 
understand what it all means and how 
one thing relates to another. 

Even as judged by people who see 
no point in this sort of dubious occu- 
pation, Huston Smith has been success- 
ful. He has been able to make use of 
his observations and understandings. 

For the last 11 years he has taught 
philosophy at Washington University. 
He was recently appointed to a perma- 
nent professorship at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, in Cambridge, 
Mass., and also will teach at Harvard 
University beginning with the new col- 
lege year. His new academic appoint- 
ment puts him at the top of his chosen 
field, at the age of 39. 

While at Washington University he 
published two books and made two se- 
ries of television broadcasts. The first 
TV series was eminently successful; 
the second series of TV programs has 
not been shown yet, but will be this 
fall—the filming was completed just 
thé other day. The two books are sell- 
Wig well enough. 

- On the eve of his departure from 5t. 
Louis, how does Huston Smith add 
tings up? 

“yr MAY BE,’’ he said, trying to 
formulate for me a tentative, for-the- 
time-being summation of his efforts so 
far as a professional philosopher, “that 
Ihave been trying to recover the notion 
of wholeness.” Then he smiled. He 
thought this attempt to recapture the 
Ydea of unity in a fragmented world 
might be related to his own experience. 
“Because I was born in Asia, per- 
Theps.” he said, “I have never lost a 
wense of the world-proportion of life. 
Huston Smith, when quite young, 
“planned to be a Methodist missionary, 
slike his father.

THE THIRD POINT, the idea of 
trying to understand what the contem- 
porary world is about, perhaps finding 
ways for improving our own perform- 
ance, has particularly engaged Huston 
Smith’s attention for the last several 
months. With television cameras he has 
traveled around the United States in a 
kind of “search for America,” inter- 
viewing all sorts and conditions of peo- 
ple, from Eric Fromm, a psychoanalyst 
interested in the different kinds of 
love, to a White Citizen’s Council 
leader who turned out to be some- 
thing of a specialist in hate. 

In talking about the project, in retro- 
spect, Huston Smith seems to be asking 
a series of questions. 

“Can we Americans match our wealth 
in physical objects with a wealth in 
non-physical services?” 

Off-hand, this would appear to be an- 
other abstraction: on closer examina- 
tion it turns out to be quite immediate 
and pressing. We need doctors, school

teachers, policemen and other people 
who have nothing to do with the pro- 
duction of physical objects. They per- 
form “services.” But in our emphasis 
on things, gadgets and other things, we 
tend to de-emphasize the non-physical; 
one result is, we don’t get the services 
which even the most practical-minded 
of us need and want. (“The 

of ideas and things is in many ways a 
false dichotomy,” Huston Smith said. 
“The atom bomb, a physical object, 


began with an idea, a mathematical 
equation.”’) 

“Can we fundamentally alter our 

present pattern of racial discrimina- 
tion?” 
IN HIS “SEARCH FOR AMER- 
ICA” Huston Smith made the not 
very surprising discovery that most 
Negroes live in slums. Thinking about 
this, he concluded that it made integra- 
tion a whole lot more difficult than it 
otherwise would be, since disparate 
income classes tend not to mix well 
whether racial differences are involved 
or not. 


“We must, of course, break this lock- 
step between race and class,” Huston 
Smith said. The economic class status 
of Negroes must be raised to the level 
of the rest of the community. In the 
end, however, he is inclined to think 
that integration, by its nature, must be 
voluntary: “Though in the meantime 
we must get rid of the laws which pre- 
vent it by requiring segregation — a 
violation of our basic concepts of hu- 
man dignity.” 

IF HUSTON SMITH is a spe- 
cialist on anything it probably is of ‘‘The 
Religions of Man,” the title both of one 
of his TV ventures and of his latest 
book. He has explored Hinduism, Bud- 
dhism, Confucianism, Taoism, Islam, 
Judaism and Christianity. He remains 
a Christian and a Protestant but has 
found himself.at home with religious 
Hindus in India and in a Zen Buddhist 
astery in Japan. ) 

-The highest insights of the great re- 
ligions seem to Houston Smith to thrust 
forward toward the idea of the unity of 
mankind. This also happens to be a 
desirable idea on more pragmatic 
grounds, as a necessary condition for 
the continued existence of human civil- 
ization. The “notion of wholeness” 
seems to have some relevance to our 
own time and place, if not beyond: 

In continuing his philosophical ex- 
plorations on the banks of the river 
Charles, Huston Smith intends to hold 
to his own genre, though he may well 
find himself out of step with other 
teachers’ of philosophy thereabouts, 
many of whom have reduced the sub- 
ject to a kind of specialized mental ex- 
ercise. Huston Smith likes to think of 
philosophy as applying organized think- 
ing to the world as it is. 

Socrates, in the market place of 
Athens, had a similar notion. Huston 
Smith's market place will be a class- 
room at M.I.T. Ambitious young men 
studying engineering as the modern 
high-road to fame and fortune can be 
at least as hard-headed as Greek mer- 


chants. The precedent is not altogether

Opera at Santa Fe 


Notable for Accent on Youth 


By ELOISE LANG 
SANTA FE, N.M. 

THE SANTA FE OPERA COMPANY which is 
now completing its second season has already received a 
respectable amount of national acclaim both in the nation’s 
press and by word of mouth. Opinions differ about its de- 
gree of artistic finish, as might have been expected. Its 
accent on youth, however, with its welcome concomitant of 
vocal freshness has been generally approved. 


John Crosby, a graduate of the Yale School of Music and 
a pupil of Pierre Monteux, founded the company last 
year and serves as its conductor. The working staff con- 
sists of 89 members including orchestral personnel, technicians 
and singers. The 16 singers appear in both major and minor 
roles. There is no star system. The principal in one opera 
often plays a bit part in the next. The personnel has been 
recruited from the New York City Center, the Chicago Lyric 
Opera and from the concert stage. 


In forming this repertory group Mr. Crosby sought not 
only the essential singing and dramatic talent but youth 
and good looks, and he has succeeded remarkably well. 

The agreeable climate and life in the ranchhouse where 
the artists stay during the season make this engagement 
additionally attractive. Members of the orchestra also are 
selected from many musical organizations including the Bos- 
ton Symphony and the New York Philharmonic. 


This season’s repertory included such favorites as “La 
Boheme,” “Cosi Fan Tutte” and “Falstaff,” as well as the 
premiere of a new work, “Wuthering Heights,” by Carlisle 
Floyd. “We began rehearsals in New York on March 1,” 
says Crosby “and opened here on June 25. That is not 
much time in which to prepare six operas, but because each 
singer has the opportunity to do a great many roles, we have 
been able to present exceptionally well-balanced, well-knit 
productions.” 


FOR “‘WUTHERING HEIGHTS,’’ the company 
introduced its guest star of the season, soprano Phyllis 
Curtin, who flew in from Brussels to sing the lead. Reaction 
to this new opera was varied, but the opera management 
was quite satisfied. 

The physical setting of the Santa Fe Opera Company is 
spectacular. Located several miles north of Santa Fe on a 
rocky, pine-studded hillside, the. site was chosen especially 
for its acoustical properties. The theater, of contemporary 
style, was designed to blend with the natural background, 
and ig entered through a formal garden of native stones 
and rows of yellow and white flowers arranged around a 
sparkling fountain, with spotlights providing illumination. 
The audience is seated on benches with no roof to obscure the 
starry sky and the view of the distant Jemez mountain 
range. A brisk. busineis is done in the renting of blankets, 
as the mountain air, sweeping across the hillsides and waft- 
ing an aroma of cedar and sagebrush, is likely to be chilly. 

The stage is of unusual construction in that it has but 
two permanent sides and a roof. The rear wall consists of 
sliding panels, which can be opened to reveal the panorama 
of mountains and distant lights. In several operas this sea- 
son, the vista has served as backdrop. 


THE COST OF THE THEATER was $150,000. 
As the operating budget is small the stage settings are very 
simple and are often left largely to the imagination of the 
audience. However, the costumes are the best that money can 
buy, and at present the Company has a wardrobe valued at 
$35,000 

The audiences are made up of visitors and residents 
of the Santa Fe area, and the attendance has now reached a 
total of 20,000 during the two-month season in an audi- 
torilum with a seating capacity of 755. Patrons flock from 
all over the Southwest, some attending regularly from as far 
away as Texas. Government scientists and personne] from 
nearby Los Alamos regularly form an enthusiastic portion 
of the audience. 

Fortunately the patrons do not limit their support to mere 
attendance; they have been generous in making financial 
contributions, “We've been getting some nice surprises in the 
mail,” said Crosby. “People write and say, ‘We like opera 
and know how expensive it is, and here's a small contribution.’ 
Income from ticket sales covers about one-half of our ex- 
penses, and the remainder is supplied by the Opera Associa- 
tion of New Mexico and through civic support. People 
here are very responsive to what we are doing, and are 
anxious to make it a success.” 


Glee Club Made It 


Illini Men to Sing at Brussels 


THE APPEARANCE OF THE Varsity Men's Glee 
Club of the University of Ilinois at the Brussels World’s 
Fair in the next two weeks will recompense backers of all 
degrees of ingenuity and affluence. The Illinois Bankers’ 
Association made the saving contribution for the trip, which 
will cost $43,000, and the singers were able to leave for 
Belgium last Friday as they have hoped to do since last fall 
when they were invited to the fair by the State Department, 
at the expense of somebody else. 

Neither State nor University funds were available for the 
trip, but the 64 glee club members pledged $300 each. Other 
contributions came from individuals, student groups and 
service organizations, such as the Illinois Lions clubs. 

Today, the singers were to give their first performance, at 
the Festival of Choral Groups at Charleroi, Belgium. On 
Thursday and Sept. 1, they will appear on the fairgrounds in 
Brussels with the two other American choral groups invited 
to the fair. Then they will make a 10-day tour, which will 
include concerts at Munich, Heidelberg and Paris. 

Their program selections will include a number of spirit- 
uals and folk songs, and works by the American composers 
Leonard Bernstein, Rodgers and Hammerstein, Randall 
Thompson and Burrill Phillips. The latter 1s composer-in- 
residence in the University’s School of Music. For the fair 
he composed the work, “The First Day of the World,” under 
a commission from the glee club. 

The club is part of the School of Music in the university's 
College of Fine and Applied Arts. Prof. Harold A. Decker 
is conductor.

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Classical Records 
A Complete ‘Meistersinger’ 


By JOHN D. MOLLESON 


RICHARD WAGNER’S SUNNIEST music drama, 
“Die Meistersinger von Nurnberg,” has been recorded for 
Angel on five really long-playing discs, priced at $24.90. 
It is a steep tab, but this is an uncut “Me and 
there is an immense quantity of fine singing on each of the 
10 sides. 


Restraint of the editor's hand, while it can be carried 
too far, is probably more justified in this opera than in any 
other of Wagner’s massive scores. His tale of the Master- 
singers was 20 years in the making, yet even a slow 
listener can hear it through in less time than that. Besides, 
20 years from now this album should still be paying 
monaural dividends on the initial investment to the probably 
trinaural collectors of the 1970s. 


Angel’s recording easily wins the Master Prize as best of 
the recorded “Meistersingers.” In sound alone, it is infinitely 
superior. Its soloists work beautifully together, as do the 
choristers and the orchestra—the Berlin Philharmonic led by 
Rudolf Kempe. 


The artists have been recorded with great skill and a 
sensitive appreciation of vocal and orchestral balances. The 
climaxes are exciting, yet the sound level in these moments 
of splendid amplitude does not cause any sudden rush to the 
volume controls. It is hi-fi all the way, but in the best sense 
of that much abused conception. 


MR. KEMPE KEEPS THINGS moving, as Wagner 
expressly commanded. He gives the impression that he knows 
the score by heart and has an unquenchable affection for it. 
There is not much nonsense about him. Perhaps some 
orchestral quips, filips and refinements are not as sharply 
drawn as they might have been by, say, a Toscanini. But the 
humor of the “Meistersinger” is not often a laughing matter. 
It is a spiritual prize, the glow of this music drama, and Mr. 
Kempe has drawn the essential poetry from scene after scene 
of an astonishingly varied score. 


There are many wonders in the “Meistersinger” but the 
central miracle is that this is, after all, a real opera from 
Wagner's mature hand. There are arias, duets, choruses, a 
superb quintet, and a spanking good overture. (Wagner only 
later decided to call it a prelude.) The fact that these “num- 
bers” are linked by the inevitable leitmotivs should bother 
no one except the professional anti-Wagnerians. These strands 
of melody are the basis of some haunting effects which seem 
to prove almost effortlessly the worth of Wagner's theories. 
No use to try to catalogue all the motives, for some of them 
represent different things at different times. But their un- 
folding is a sensuous and intellectual experience in the hands 
of Mr. Kempe who weaves the threads with great skill with- 
out ever losing sight of the genuinely “operatic” happenings 
in the score. 


A ‘‘MEISTERSINGER’’ must stand or fall with its 
Hans Sachs. Ferdinand Frantz is an especially able one, as 
his previous recordings have shown. He does not wear his 
goodness on his sleeve, but Sachs’s warmth, kindness and 
wisdom well up in him. Frantz has a strong voice and is 
an admirable singing actor, penetrating, not overly subtle, but 
always Sachs. 

Benno Kusche, the Beckmesser, shares honors equally with 
Frantz. The role of the town clerk and marker is easily 
caricatured. But Kusche does nothing to mar or overdo the 
part, and everything to make it believable, fascinating, and 
pleasant to hear. As a parody of a music critic, Beckmesser 
has to deliver some bitter shafts, but his role is a thoroughly 
rewarding one. One aspect of listening to a recorded Beck- 
messer is that it removes the grotesquely painted, blackclad 
figure of the stage and lets the imagination play with the 
sharp, but less repellent, character that emerges only from the 
music. Even if he is a critic, he isn't really such a bad sort. 
At least, that is the impression one receives from the wholly 
human portrayal of Mr. Kusche, 


WALTHER’S PRIZE SONG, trial song and morning 
dream song are the property of a capable tenor, Rudolf 
Schock, a man of youthful ardor, with a fine, fresh voice that 
has, rarely, a slight tendency to bleat. The Eva of Elisabeth 
Grummer is radiant and lovely. Her father, Pogner, is well 
sung by Gottlob Frick. The David of Gerhard Unger—also 
familiar to collectors—is superb. The Magdalene of Marga 
Hoffgen matches the high standards of the others in the cast. 

Above all, it is a harmonious production, with all the ele- 
ments neatly spliced, and without trace of the immense 
labor that must have gone into its production. The chorus 
of the Municipal Opera and German State Opera, Berlin, and 
the Choir of St. Hedwig’s Cathedral, Berlin, add mightily to 
the excitement of the closing scene, with its enormous hymn 
to Sachs, and to the general tumult in the second act finale. 
Out of the many moments of grandeur, uproar and reflec- 
tion, perhaps the most indelible memory is of the poetic song 
of the night watchman at the close of Act Two, most magically 
done in this recording by Herman Prey.

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Retirement Boom in the Ozarks 


Region’s Towns Thriving as New Residents Keep Coming—They Find It’s a Fine Place to Live

CHARLEY SHREVE is 82 
years old. He is built like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, has a voice like 
a Shakespearean actor and the 
soul of a poet. ) 

One day not long ago he was 
standing on the main street 
of Branson, Mo., the little re- 
sort town in the Missouri 
Ozarks to which he and his 
wife retired a féw years ago, 
soaking up the fresh air, gaz- 
ing at the mountains and 
thinking what a fartunate man 
he was. 


He noticed an elderly couple 
walking up and down the main 
street. Then they came up to 
him and asked which was the 
most scenic route to Hot 
Springs. Charley fixed them 
with a gaze like the Ancient 
Mariner. 


“Well now, if it’s scenery 
you're looking for,” he said, 
“you don’t have to go any far- 
ther. This is it. This where God 
Almighty finished His job, laid 
down His tools and seid, ‘Well 
done.’ This is about aS near to 
heaven as you're going to find 
on this earth. Why, when. you 
turn over a rock down here in 
this country you don’t find a 
worm. You find a \ittle spark 
of sunshine.” 

The elderly couple backed 
off a little. “What're you sell- 
ing, real estate or something?” 
they asked. 


Charley said he wasn’t sell- 
ing real estate. He was just 
trying to explain to them that 
if they were looking for a place 
to retire, which he deduced 
they were, this was the place. 

Shreve was merely voicing 
the attitude of most of the 
thousands of retired couples 
who have settled in the Mis- 
souri and Arkansas Ozarks in 
recent years, an area which, 
surveys have shown, now 
ranks only behind Florida and 
Southern California as a place 
to retire. 


JUST HOW MANY there are, 
nobody has been able to esti- 
mate. The Ozarks Playground 
Association, which has been 
trying to make a survey of the 
situation, reports that people 
are moving in so fast figures 
become obsolete every month. 
But they number in the thous- 
ands, and they have brought a 
measure of prosperity to many 
am Ozarks town. In fact, some 
towns are booming, solely be- 
cause of the retirement busi- 
ness. ‘ 

At Mountain Home, Ark., 
which used to be a sleepy lit- 
tle town of 500 people, more 
than 150 new homes have been 
built by retired couples. The 
Chamber of Commerce esti- 
mates that they have increased 
the town’s income by $1,500,000 
a year. Mountain Home has 
grown to a ‘town of more than 
2500 people’ and there are 
more than a dozen real estate 
dealers doing an active busi- 
ness. 

The town of Branson, on one 
end of Lake Taneycomo in 
Taney county, has, according to 
estimates, more than 200 re- 
tired couples. They have aver- 
age incomes of $5500 a year 
and they spend an average of 
$399 a month in the town. 

Chambers of Commerce and 
business men in Ozarks towns 
are cheered not only because 
of the money the retired cou- 
ples themselves spend, but also 
because of the money they at- 
tract. 

Nearly all of them, a Bran- 
son merchant pointed out, have 
sons and daughters and grand- 
children who come ,to visit 
them. They also have friends 
who come to see them, all 
bringing money into the com- 
munity. 


WHAT ARE THE attractions 
of the Ozarks? There are sev- 
eral, retired persons will tell 
you. One is the climate. Some 
people may dream of being 
drenched in the sunshine of 
Florida and California the year 
around, but a lot of others like 
four seasons. There is recrea- 
tion. With Lake Taneycomo, 
Norfork Lake and Bull Shoals 
Lake available, Table Rock 
Lake almost completed and 
three more lakes planned in 
the area, there is no lack of 
recreational facilities. Then, 
there is the cost of living. Peo- 
ple retired to the Ozarks from 
cities in the north and east 
figure they have cut their liv- 
ing costs in half, and many of 
them, after looking the situa- 
tion over, have found living in 
the Ozarks mvch cheaper than 
Florida or Californta. 

As Charley Shreve puts it, 
“We just about covered the 
United States looking for this 
little heaven on earth. We 
traveled 22,000 miles. We like

Said Mrs. Shreve, a motherly 
woman, “The people received 
us so warmly when we came. 
As a matter of fact, we just 


stopped to rest, but we stayed.” 

The Shreves came from Penn- 
sylvania where, after a num- 
ber of years with General Elec- 
tric, he had turned to fruit 
farming. One day they sold 
the fruit farm and started look- 
ing for a place to retire. 

“It’s a wonderful place for 
fishing, but the truth is, I 
don’t have time to fish,” said 
Charley. “I’m so happy down 
here I can’t sit still long 
enough to catch anything.” 

The guiding spirit of the re- 
tired colony in Branson is Otto 
Barnett, who came from Rapid 
City, S.D., four yéars ago after 
40 years in the creamery busi- 
ness. Like a 
people, Barnett soon started 
looking around for a little 
something to do and now has 
a small real estate and loan 
business which he and his wife 
run. Otto is. also chairman of 
the Retirement Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
he has been making a survey of 
retired people in the town and 
county.

more than $500,000. Most of 
them either buy or build 
homes. 


“Here comes a good example 
right now,” Barnett said, wav- 
ing to a couple getting out 
of a car in front of his office. 
They were Mr. and Mrs. A. B. 
(Chubby) Culbertson. They 
came to Branson a year ago 
from New York where he had 
been for many years an exec- 
utive with Shell Oil Co. They 
built a handsome house on 
the edge of Branson and hare 
an equally handsome boat on 
the lake. 

When he was in College, Cul- 
bertson explained, he traveled 
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one summer with a chautauqua 
crew. They came to the Ozarks, 
and he ‘never forgot.the place. 


Are they bored after New 
York? 

“I don’t know. where the 
time goes,” he said. 


“We've been. busier here 
than we were in New York,” 
said Mrs. Culbértson. “Like a 
lot of retired couples .down 
here, our friends come to visit 
us. I think we've had 15 
batches of company this year.” 


“IT love the fishing and 
boating,” Culbertson said. ‘“‘The 
climate is temperate, beautiful 
the year around, And as for 
the cost of living, it’s about 
half what it was in New York 
and everything’s close. I don't 
know how I stood that hour 
and a half twice a day on the 
commuter train.”

The tourist income, accord- 
ing to Tom Dearmore, publish- 
er of the Baxter Bulletin there, 
has now reached $4,000,000 a 
year in addition to the §$1,- 
500,000 income from retired 
and both,sources of 
income are growing rapidly. 

As near as anyone can esti- 
mate, there are now more than 
400 retired couples in the 
Mountain Home area, which 
takes. in the town itself, the 
12-mile stretehes of road lead- 
ing east and west to the two 
lakes, and the lakeside areas. 

Mountain Home takes a 
rather smug pride in the type 
of retired people they're get- 


ting. “Mostly executive types 


and Army and Navy officers,” 
they point out. The town has 
tried ‘to make a census of the 
number of retired, but they 
come in too fast. 

We went for a drive with 


A. C. Haskins, himself retired 
but now in the real estate 
business, along the. road to 
Mallard Point on Norfork lake. 
Mallard Point is itself a colony 
of retired couples, and the 
road on both sides was filled 
with new ranch homes. “All 
retired people,” Haskins said 
with ‘restrained pride. 

The average home being 
built in this area cost $14,000. 
“Not one in 50 wants to finance 
his home,” Haskins pointed 
out. “In almost every case 
they've sold a home where they 
come from, and they put the 
money right on the barrel 
head. Over there’s the home 
of Dr. John Bolan. He taught 
at the University of Illinois 
School of Medicine and then 
came. down here to try to re- 
tire, but people won’t let him. 
Patients almost beat his door 
down.” 

We stopped in at the charm- 
ing lakeside home of Col. and 
Mrs. Carl A. Anderson. A tall 
man -with a brush mustache 
and wearing khaki shorts, An- 
derson looked every inch the 
retired colonel. His wife, also 
wearing shorts, has been col- 
lecting antiques for years. Now, 
after years at Army posts, she 
has a permanent setting for 
them. 

“We could have _§ settled 
where there is a lot more Army 
personnel,” the Colone], ex- 
plained, “but we looked all 
over the country, and decided 
this was what we wanted.” 
There are, Col. Anderson said, 
100 or more retired officers 
in-the Mountain Home area. 

“The brass often gets to- 
gether,” he said, “for pot luck 
dinners and to play pinochle, 
but there is no Army clique 
like you find in many retire- 
ment spots.” 

On down the road we stopped 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Martinson who live in a 
ranch house they designed 
themselves. They came from 
Milwaukee where he was a de- 
partment store executive. Both 


are hobbyists, and their chief 
hobby is making ash trays and 
other bric-a-brac of enamel 
baked on copper. 

“We came prepared to be 
old,” Mrs. Martinson laughed, 
“but we have so much to do 
we almost don’t have time to 
work at our hobbies.” 

Martinson soon found him- 
self a member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, chairman of 
civil defense, secretary of his 
church and teacher of a Sun- 
day school class. Mrs. Martin- 
son has joined in women’s ac- 
tivities in Mountain Home and 
teaches a class in copper 
enameling. , 

While we were visiting with 
the Martinsons the driver of 
the dry-cleaning truck came to 
make his pick-up. They had 
no dry cleaning. “Well, while 
I'm here,” said the driver, a 
native of the hills, “I'd like to 
talk to you about joining your 
copper enameling class.” 


THE IMPACT which people 
of this type have on a small 
town is illustrated by the fact 
that there is not a local man on 
the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce. All sev- 
en directors are retired execu- 
tives and business men, and so 
is the president of the Cham- 
ber. 

Further, you can count on 
the fingers of one hand the 
businesses owned by local men. 
All the rest are owned by re- 
tired business men who, after 
a year or so of idleness, de- 
cided they wanted to dabble 
in something. Their business 
ventures range from gift shops 
to large, modern motels. . 

There is Russ Tate, a retired 
business man from Chicago, 
who just wanted to fish. One 
day, having no luck, he made 
a bait of his own, called a lead- 
head. He caught 22 bass that 
weighed 85 pounds. The pic- 
ture was widely circulated all 
over the country, and his tele- 
phone started ringing. “What 
kind of a bait did you use?” 

For a time he made lead- 
heads and gave them to people. 
It got to be a headache. He 
made a bunch of them and put 
them in a filling station. They 
sold out immediately and peo- 
ple demanded more. There was 
nothing to do but go into the 
bait business. His dining room 
became an assembly plant and 
one bedroom a paint shop. 
Last year he sold almost 100.- 
000 baits, and has had to lease 
a building downtown for a fac- 
tory so he can live in his house 
again. It has provided employ- 
ment for half a dozen ple. 

One of the prides. of un- 
tain Home is Brig. Gen. George 
Keyser, who came there and 
built a ranch house on the 
edge of town. Gen Keyser is 
a West Point man who served 
35 years in the Regular Army, 
much of it im- the Orient. His 
home is beautifully furnished 
with carved cabinets, tables, 
oriental screens and rugs. 

Gen, Keyser is an ardént 
fisherman. “I had heard about 
the Ozarks and about the float 
trips. I came to look, and I 
Stayed.” He was busy loading 
a power. mower on a small 
truck. “We've started a little 
golf course out here,” he ex- 
plained, “‘and the work is done 
on a volunteer basis. I’m re- 
sponsible for one tee and one 
green, and I mow them every 
five days.” 

The Army, Navy and Air 
Force have made surveys of 
the Ozarks region and now 
recommend it as a place for 
retirement. The area in north- 
west Arkansas around Eureka 
Springs, Fayetteville and Ben- 
tonville is becoming as much 
a retirement center for mili- 
tary personne! as San Antonio, 
which is known as the home 
of retired generals. 


IN THIS AREA they boast 
a major general, three briga- 
dier generals, 24 colonels, 31 
lieutenant colonels, 37. majors 
and 50 captains. From the Navy 
they have three rear admirals, 
four captains, seven command- 
ers, nine lieutenant command- 
ers and 14 lieutenants. The 
average retired income is close 
to $5000 a year. 

The Arkansas Chapter of the 
National Association of Retired 
Civil Employes estimates there 
are now 3112 retired civil em- 
ployes in the Arkansas. Ozarks 
and another 7486 across the 
line in the Missouri Ozarks. 
Their estimated annual buying 
power is more than $5,000,000. 

Cassville, Mo., now a town 
of 2200 people “and still grow- 
ing,” is seven miles from Roar- 
ing River State Park and 10 
miles from Table Rock Dam. 

Like a lot of retired people, 
I. A. Gerber, who retired to 
Cassville after 30 years with 
Standard Oil, wanted some- 
thing to do, so he started

One Big Business 
Built on Laziness 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23 (AP). 


AMERICA HAS a $500,000,000-a-year industry built on 
laziness. It is the greeting card industry. 

“It depends completely on the fact people are naturally 
lazy,’ said William D.- Harris, “and that’s why the business 
is going to last. People are going to get lazier and lazier. 
The greeting card appeals to this flaw in the human race. 
It saves them the trouble of sitting down and writing a 
note.” 

Bill, 41 years old, slender, dark-eyed and energetic, is 
one of the brighter minds in the rapidly changing industry, 
and helped pioneer the humorous greeting card. 

After his release from the Air Force in 1946, he in- 
vested $3000—all his savings—in a small greeting card firm. 
In a dozen years he built it from an annua] volume of 
$12.000 to $1,000,000. 


“When I started.” he recalled, “funny cards 
accounted only for about one per cent of the busi- 
ness. Mostly it was all hearts and flewers, ribbons 
and bows, satin and lace. Today 60 per cent of all 
cards are humorous.” 


> WRITING A HIT GREETING CARD is about as diffi- 
cult as turning out a hit song. As president of Novo Card 
Publishers, Inc.. of Chicago, Harris put out some 200 new 
ecards each year. He sifts through tens of thousands of 
tontributed suggestions—‘Everybody in the country now 
seems to he writing greeting cards”—but buys only about 
25. The other 175 he turns out himself, which makes him. 
one of the most productive men in the industry. 

Harris, son of Harry Harris, an oldtime vaudeville per- 
former, is an action man when it comes to humor. He has 
cards that pop, jump, wiggle, smoke “and say “Merry 
Christmas.” 

One of his cards, when opened, shows a beating plastic 
heart. Another, when immersed in water, grows a small 
tree. Most ¢ards last only two or three years. But his 
“tree card” is still going well after 10 years, has sold 
several hundred thousand. 

Although birthday cards are the best sellers, followed 
by Christmas and “get well” cards, the fastest growing 
specialty in the field today is the “slam card.” 


“I resisted the trend for some time, because I 
didn’t really believe people wanted te send that 
kind of card,” said Harris. “But they do. They're 
going over stronger all the time. One of our big- 
gest sellers at Valentine is a card that simply says, 
‘Drop dead.” : 


> BUT, ON THE OTHER HAND, the ordinary friendship 
card is in even wider favor than the slam card. There is 


cards. 


also a big market for the “peacemaker card.” 

Example: A card saying “Forgive me,” which when 
epened adds, “I lost my head.” It shows a man holding 
his head under one arm. 

“There is now a specialty eard for practically any 
eccasion you can name,” said Harris. “There's even a card 
to send to someone who owes you money.” 

The card says: 

“Don’t take any chances, and don't be funny. 

“Take care of yourself ... You owe me money.” 

The greeting card industry is one of the few that 
doesn't worry about bad times. 

“It's a depression-proof business,” said Harris happily. 
“If times get tough, instead of sending each other gifts, 
people will exchange 10-cent greeting cards.”

NEW BARGAINS IN FURNITURE: You find a grow- 
ing push by furniture industry—to buck up lagging sales. 
Included are some crowd-drawing gimmicks which, if 
you're lucky, make you very lucky. Examples: one store 
cuts a $119 table to $19 (far below cost) BUT has only 
two such for sale. Another marks $40 mattresses 22 cents 
BUT has only four for sale. Gimmicks aside, however, 
prices are being trimmed. Some manufacturers knock 5 
to 10 per cent off wholesale prices and some stores pass 
on savings and lower prices still more by trimming their 
profit margins. Also, some manufacturers remove costly 
frills or make substitutions that help bring down prices. 
Example: $17 saving on a sofa when foam plastic replaces 
foam rubber in cushions. 


> DRUG COSTS: Cost of medicines is up so dramatical- 
ly, a recent New York City “Citizens Committee” study 
indicates, that now many middle as well as low income 
families experience “real hardship.” Wide yariations were 
found in cost of identical drugs from neighborhood to 
neighborhood and store to store. Also, the study under- 
seores the view of one pediatrician: “Doctors are falling 
into the trap of prescribing latest miracle drugs when 
jast as often plain old aspirin or some simple medication 
would not only be just as good, but in some instances bet- 
ter.” Additionally, the study indicates considerable saving 
often would be possible if doctors prescribed the cheapest 
form of an effective drug instead of an expensive brand 
name, and if they would write prescriptions for exact 
amount needed for acute illness instead of unnecessarily 
latge quantities. '

Ozark Float Trip

MOUNTAIN PEOPLE have 
a knack for picturesque place 
names. They live by their fa- 
miliar - so that the 
déep hollows, swift rapids, 
high bluffs and springs have 
as much significance for them 
as Twelfth and Olive might 
have for a city dweller. On our 
float trip last week we found 
our share of these colorful 
names—Coot Chute and Goose 
Bay, Booming Shoal Ford and 
Owls Bend, Paint Rock Bluff 
and Sugarcamp Hollow, to men- 
tion a few. We have, of course, 
become familiar with them 
through the years, yet always 
enjoy hearing them again. 

On Tuesday we were up 
early and drove the 10 miles to 
the junction of Jacks Fork and 
Current river. A ferry crosses 
here on the road to Eminence 
and makes a convenient start- 
ing point for a float trip. Wal- 


' ter Martin and Sam Nichols, 


who were running the commis- 
sary boat and guiding for the 
Cherbonniers, had come out an 
hour ahead of us and were al- 
most finished loading. We set 
our canoe in the water, added 
eur bed rolls and duffle bags 
to Walter's load, and were soon 
ready to take off downstream. 
Before leaving, however, we 
arranged with the drivers of 
our cars to meet us in Van 
Buren at 2 o'clock on Thurs- 
day. Then we checked with 
Walter to make sure there 
were no bad chutes or rapids 
to negotiate on the morning's 
run, and agreed to eat lunch- 
eon on the first shady gravel 
bar below Blue Spring. 


In the old days, running 
a heavily loaded commissary . 
“was a tough job. It still isn’t

boat, 
since he was also born on the 
river and raised with a pad- 
die in hand. 


THE CHERBONNIERS led 
the way downstream and then 
Walter spun his outboard and 
followed them. I fastened our 
motor to the stern of the 
canoe, filled its tank with gas, 
selected a small fly with a 
spinner and split pork rind for 
Ginnie’s fly rod, whistled Ti- 
ger into the boat, and we were 
off. The morning was overcast 
and we were thankful, since 
the previous days had been one 
of the hottest of the summer. 
The water was in fine shape: 
the river running full, yet 
clear enough for the lure to be 
visible. Soon we dropped down 
along the flank of Coot Moun- 
tain where the State Forestry 
Division maintains a fire look- 
out and went racing through 
Coot Chute, the first fast 
water of the morning. 


Time runs as swiftly as the 
current when you are filoat- 
ing these Ozark streams. For 
the first hour you concentrate 
on the fishing, watching each 
cast and giving the angler in 
the bow of the canoe voluble 
suggestions for striking any 
fish that approaches the lure. 
On this morning we changed 
flies until we found one that 
drew a follow from the panfish 


on nearly every cast and knew 


that now amd then-a bass was 
sure to find it to his liking. 
These small lures are not the 
best for the larger fish, being 
easy for them ‘to toss before 
you can set the hook. Yet we 
could tell from the start that 
we would have no trouble fil!- 
ing the skillet — and that Ed 
Cherbonnier and young Peter, 
with the co-operation of their 
guide, should do even better. 

After that first hour we took 
things easier and started enjoy- 
ing the ng beauty of 
the Ozark scene. We are always 
on our mettle when the Cher- 
bonniers are along, for Ed is 
both ornithologist and botanist. 
When he reports the Louisiana 
water thrush, we want to be 
able to say that we have identi- 
fied the white-eyed and red- 
eyed vireos from their songs. 
Bird life is, in fact, quite rich 
along this stretch of the Cur- 
rent. When we met at Blue 
Spring just before noon, we al- 
ready had a list that included 
numerous songbirds, wading 
birds, fishermen like the king- 
fisher, waterfowl, the big pile- 
ated woodpecker and a number 
of birds prey. 


Before this, however, we 
came down past the great 
granite rocks that mark 
Goose Bay which used to be 
a famous hole for jack sal- 
mon. This species has been 
scaree for several years, but 
anglers report that today 
there are many young “jacks” 
in the river and there is 
speculation about whether 
they were spawned here, as 
I am inclined to believe. or 
have worked their way inte 
the Current from the area 
below Clearwater Dam on 
Black river. 


BELOW POWDER MILL we 
negotiated Booming Shoal 
which had plenty of water run- 
ning over the boulders, then 
found Walter beached on a 
shady bank below Larkin Ford 
with luncheon ready. Our appe- 
ties were keen from the morn- 
itig’s exercise and a quick swim 
—and the food was so good 
that we arrived home after the 
trip with several pounds to 
take off. / 

During the rioom hour we 
settled on the big gravel bar 
at the Log Yard Hole for the 
first night's camp. This made a 
long day, but gave us an easier 
one on the morrow. So we did 
“not linger after luncheon, but 
pushed on downstream for an 
afternoon that had its high 
point when Ed took a small- 
mouth on his fly rod that 
weighed 24% pounds—the rec- 
ord bass for the trip.

This comes to mind because I ran into a note this 
morning. It was a note I took on the back of a Japanese 
envelope in Tokyo. 

It is a note about hew to grow hair. The Japanese 
claim to have a drug that grows hair. They did not in- 
vent it for that. It is a drug to cure TB. But it grows- 
hair in the bargain. ‘ 

There is another famous Japanese thing you rub on 
your noggin and it grows hair. Somewhere I lost the 
name.

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Jazz Festival--Hot Licks at French Lick 


Fans Descend on Indiana Resort Town for Concerts, and Obviously Like What They Hear

FRENCH LICK, Ind., 
Aug. 23. 


THE JAZZ TENTACLE of 
the spreading summer music 
festival fad wrapped itself 
tightly but pleasantly around 
this historic spa 
last weekend.~- Reaching out 
from the East, it brought to 
the Midwest its first major 


jazz festival. 

Thousands of jazz enthusi- 
asts from America’s hinter- 
lands hied themselves here to 
listen to the high level, big- 
name jazz has been at- 
tracting c for the last 
five years to the granddaddy of 
all these king-size clambakes, 
the early-July festival at New- 
port, R.I. 

Such a resounding success 
was the festival at French Lick 
that plans for a second install- 
ment, come next August, are 
rapidly advancing. me of 
those who attended the debut 
festival have already filed their 
1959 reservations. 

For three days and nights 
jazz fans descended on this 
resort town nestled in the roll. 
ing hills of Southern Indiana. 
The town’s population is 2000; 
total festival attendance was 
easily 12,000. The turnaway 
crowds caused the promoters 
some headaches; in fact there 
were headaches on both sides. 
The package liquor stores sold 
out of whisky on Saturday 
night as visitors prepared for 
the dry Sabbath. 

Natives of this famous water- 
ing hole testified that the place 
hasn’t rocked with such excite- 
ment since the lid was clamped 
an gambling a dozen or so 
years ago. It was reminiscent, 
some said, of those wide-open 
years when French Lick was 
taken over by pleasure lovers 
and free spenders for the week 
preceding the Kentucky Derby. 
And some of the real seniors 
harked back to the halcyon era 
of Tom Taggart; who put 
French Lick on the map as a 
resort in the early 1900s. 


SUCH A THRONG descended 
upon French Lick for the festi- 
val that sponsors asked Indi- 
ana’s Gov. Harold W. Handley 
to dispatch state troopers to 
keep order. The Governor ob- 
liged, according to one source 
with, “You never know what 
will happen when a bunch of 
jazz enthusiasts get together.” 

As it turned out, the precau- 
tion was unnecessary. The 
crowds were orderly and at- 
tentive during the concerts, al- 
most as much so at times as 
those that hear the Little Sym- 
phony in the Washington Uni- 
versity quadrangle. 

Oh, there were wild out- 
bursts of enthusiasm; these 
are part and parcel of the emo- 
tion which transcends from 
jazz music to the appreciation 
of it. But for the three even- 
ing concerts there wasn’t a sin- 
gle distraction to turn audience 
heads away from the stage. 

There were some pokes of 
good-natured fun. When Eddie 
Condon was walking around on 
stage in customary quandry 
about whether to play the next 
blues in E flat or B flat, or 
maybe just thinking about his 
night club back in New York, 
from way in the back came a 
chant from a male chorus... 
“Sing, Sing, Sing.” 

Condon seemed headed for 
the ropes until another seg- 
ment of the crowd came to his 
rescue. These jazz-knowledge- 
able people knew that the fa- 
mous Benny Goodman number 
wouldn’t be in the Gondon 
repertory. Gene Krupa was 
sitting in on drums, to be sure, 
but Pee Wee Russell, even if 
he is one of St..Louis’s long 
list of native sons who have 
become jazz luminaries, couldn't 
be expected to play Goodman’s 
clarinet part. So a counter 
chant became louder: “Saints, 
Saints, Saints.” Condon, a 
Hoosier who was really back 
home again in Indiana, took it 
from there with “When the 
Saints Go Marching In.” 

One observer, qualified be- 
cause he has never missed a 
Newport bash, said audiences 
here were much more orderly 
and polite. “Up there,” he said, 
referring to Newport, “there 
are so many characters in the 
audience who try to get into 
the act.” 

The French Lick audiences 
ranged, roughly, between 20 
and 45 years of age. A teenager 
was difficult to locate. Here 
and there sat a jazz lover old 
enough to have gotten at- 
tached to roots of this music 
early in the century. There 
were goatees and some of the 
other eccentricities that accom- 
pany the more dedicated addic- 
tion to modern jaz. But no

zoot suits or knee-length 
chains. Jazz, in case someone 
hasn’t whispered it, is growing 
up. It’s being invited to nice 
places, like French Lick. 

While the town was with- 
standing the invasion — and 
the soda fountains were just as 
jammed as the package stores 
—the French Lick-Sheraton 
Hotel was really caught in the 
middle. It was the sporsor of 
the festival. Its outdoor amphi- 
theater was the setting for the 
concerts. The landmark bulged 
at the seams, but it stayed on 
its foundation. 


SO PRESSED was the hotel 
for help and food that it had 
to send to St. Louis and other 
cities for extra personnel and 
catering supplies. Some 1800 
dinners were served on the 
closing night. Newspapers and 
magazines had long been sold 
out. Many visitors availed 
themselves of the hotel’s min- 
eral baths. One woman said 
they had the same effect on 
her that Erroll Garner’s piano 
playing did—left her simply 
limp. There was many a nip 
of Pluto Water taken from a 
dipper at a well. A spring of 
this water bubbles up there 
and anyone strolling the 1700- 
acre estate was free to follow 
his nose right up to the spring 
house. 

Many visitors, some unable 
to get hotel accommodations, 
camped in tents on the hotel 
grounds. Twenty men students 
from Cincinnati: Univ , for 
instance, brought their own 20- 
by-40-foot tent. Still other 
visitors rented compartments 
in railroad cars pulled ‘up on 
a spur in front of the hotel. 

Parking space was at a 
premium. A stroll through one 
parking lot revealed license 
plates from nine different 
states, including Missouri and

miles east of St. Louis, by 
Route 50). Motels clear to Bed- 
ford, 30 miles away, were 
filled. 

Quite a few performers and 
visitors flew to Louisville 
(about 65 miles farther east) 
and had to be shuttled here 
by bus, taxi or rented car. A 
Dixieland band flew over from 
Cincinnati and, rather than be 
late for a symposium perform- 
ance, endured afixious moments 


*. landing on a nearby farm. 


One of the disciples who 
thwarted the odds to get here 
was Carl Cook. His car would 
not budge from his driveway 
in Decatur, Ill, so he got a 
friend to fly him to Mattoon. 
There he managed another air 
lift to Chrisman, Ill., took a 
bus to within 30 miles of 
French Lick, hitchhiked the 
rest of the way. 

In view of Indiana's rainiest 
summer in years, q plastic tent 
was erected over most of the 


seats in the amphitheater to 
add to the protection of shelter- 
ing trees. There was only one 
shower, however, and it came 
during what would ordinarily 
be breakfast hour back home. 
On closing night the amphi- 
theater was filled to capacity 
and then some. Those of the 
nearly 5300 who couldn’t find 
chairs sat on ground and side- 
walks, or stood: Some of the 
~more disappointed asked for 
ticket refunds and headed out 
of town. 


For audiophiles who put 
stock in sound reproduction as 
well as music, the stage was 
flanked with two full-range, 
theater-type speakers which 
carried music to any eardrum 
present. There were occasional 
microphone and lighting prob- 
lems and. miscues during the 
concerts but these are matters 
corrective with experience. 


As for the music, there was 


jazz for all tastes. Though the 
devotees of traditional or Dix- 
ieland jazz had only Condon’s 


All-Stars to'whip them into an 
authenti¢ 1 , they weren't 
too loud in their grousing. 


Next time,- some of them 
figured,. there may be better 
balance. . 


For those who. lean or topple 
over toward the jazz variously 
labeled new, modern, progres- 
sive or cool, this was a field 
day after dark. Many of the 
high priests of this cult were 
right here in person, and were 
even passing out autographs 
while cooling off in the hotel 
swimming pool. Budget for the 
entire stable of performers was 
a good $50,000,. about one third 
of that allotted for same at 
Newport this year. 


THE FESTIVAL OPENED 
with the Erroll Garner Trio 
playing “Love For Sale.” It 
closed with Stan Kenton’s big 
band breaking the sound bar- 
rier with the Johnny Richards 
arrangement of “Out of This 
World.” Lots of fine things 
happened in between. . 


Garner, with his cat-pawing 
of the keys, block chérds and 
other brilliant techniques, held 
the crowd spellbound for near- 
ly an hour. Between him and 
the piano stool, all the while, 
was a Manhattan telephone di- 
rectory. This is a prop wher- 
ever he plays. 

Among Ellington virtuosi 
who distinguished themselves 
were trumpeters Clark Terry 
and Harold (Shorty) Baker, 
both of whom started out in 
jazz in St. Louis. The first ev- 
ening’s audience joined in ear- 
shattering rhythmic clapping as 
Lil Greenwood sang the Duke's 
blues arrangemept of “Bill 


‘Bailey Won’t You Please Come 


Home.” Pandemoniim _ broke 
loose as trumpeter Cat Ander- 
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son hit what must have been 
a C above high C on the final 
salvo, This was awfully close 
to rock ’n’ roll music, 

Ellington denied the taint while 
later sipping black coffee with 


lemon slices floating on top. — 


On Ellington’s clincher, “Cres- 
cendo and Diminuendo in 
Blue,” tenor saxophonist Paul 
Gonsalves played only a five- 
and-a-half-minute solo as com- 
pared with the 12-minute one 
with which he made improvi- 
sational history at Newport last 
summer. 


The Barbara Carroll Trio, 
Gene Krupa Quartet, Gerry 
Mulligan Quartet and the Con- 
don ensemble were the second 
nighters. Miss Carroll, as Gaf- 
ner had done the evening be- 
fore, requested that no flash 
pictures be taken from out 
front. Other than these two re- 
quests, the shutter bugs could 
bend low down front and pop 
bulbs by the carton. And this 
they did. 

Miss Carroll, duly recognized 
as a jazz pianist, was the festi- 
val's only woman instrumen- 
talist. This factor had nothing 
to do with the intelligent and 
delicate artistry she displayed. 
Eddie Wasserman, a Julliard 
graduate and Krupa’s one-man 
reed section, gave the festival 
one of its most haunting per- 
formances with his “I Can't 
Get Started.” He played the 
flute while his tenor sax and 
clarinet rested. 

Inserted at this point was 
Ken Nordine, a Chicago radio 
and TV personality and creator 
of what he calls “word ‘jazz.” 
As Miss Carroll's group played 
quietly in the background, Nor- 
dine extemporized as his fancy 
took flight. Something differ- 
ent. 

Mulligan said and did some 
funny things, too. But he also 
played the baritone sax in bril- 
liant solos and in contrapuntal 
position against the trumpeting 
of Art Farmer. Condon intro- 
duced the elder members of his 
group as “litter cases.”” Mulli- 
gain joined the Condonites for 
the final blues blowout. In on 
piano for this was George 
Wein, the rotund Bostonian 
who produced the festival. He 
is the producer at Newport and 
served in the same capacity for 
the recent American Jazz Festi- 
val at the Brussels World's 
Fair. 

The Dizzy Gillespie Quintet 
opened the final concert and 
Dizzy proved equally as enter- 
taining in comedy as in playing 
his specially designed trumpet 
that has its bell forming an 
angle with the rest of the horn. 
Diz brought down the house 
when he dedicated “My Heart 
Belongs to Daddy” to the Rev. 
Norman O’Connor, who was 
seated in the front row. Father 
O’Connor, Catholic chaplain of 
Boston University and a lead 
ing Jazz authority, was honored 
ee sa Heart Belongs to Fa- 

er. 


The Dave Brubeck Quartet 

played nothing but new ma- 
terial, four selections from @ 
forthcoming album titled “Ini- 
pressions 6f Eurasia.” “Thesé 
are developments in the jaz 
idiom of national themes se: 
lected by the group on a recent 
world tour, A Bach theme, for 
instance, was the basis for the 
Brubeck work representing 
Germany. Joe Morello, drum- 
mer with the quartet and cef- 
tainly one of the most finished 
percussionists in jazz, closed 
the set with solo work that al- 
most settled the old debate 
about comparative speed of 
hand and eye. 
The Four Freshmen, vocal- 
instrumental group which 
crosses over into real jazz 
more than enough to get by 
at an event like this, proved 
a big crowd pleaser. There was 
a certain amount of local pride 
expressed here, for this quar- 
tet organized in their student 
days at Indianapolis’ Jordan 
College of Music. 

Kenton’s band, with tenor- 
man Bill Perkins as its best- 
known soloist, brought the 
evening and festival to a close 
with a brilliant display of the 
pyrotechnics for which it is 
noted. 


DURING THE FESTIVAL 
there were two symposiums for 
which Father O’Connor served 
as moderator. Leonard Feath- 
er, well-known jazz critic, writ- 
er of books on the subject and 
himself a musician, was a 
panelist for both discussions. 
Others behind the pitcher of 
ice water for the first topic, 
“Jazz, Its Place in Our Cul- 
ture,” included Nordine, a jazz 
disc jockey, a long-hair music 
critic and a teacher of music 
theory. Questions from the 
audience were mainly con- 
cerned with why there aren't 
more jazz programs on radio 
and television. 


In the second symposium, 
the basic elements of New Or- 
leans jazz, swing and bop, as 
Feather prefers to group all 
contemporary jazz, were ex- 
plained by panelists and de- 
monstrated by instrumental 
groups. 

During the symposium Gil- 
lespie, in swimming shorts and 
with towel around neck, sat 
on the fringe of the audience 
and listened. There was talk 
of flatted fifths, augmented 
elevenths, and the like.

IN A YEAR WHEN little- 
known vicuna made the head- 
lines, when synthetics took the 
drudgery out of wash-day with 
their “drip-dry” ingredients, 
when cottons adopted a non- 
chalent, aristocratic air because 
of new crease-resistant and 
non-spot features, don't think 
that the silk worms have been 
idle. They've been spinning 
fine: webs to snare the fairest 
of the land, and what they 
haven’t been able to accom- 
plish in the way of beauty and 
grandeur, the fabric designers 
have done for them. 

At the start of a new fashion 
season when materials are opu- 
lent and colors are vibrant, 
silk is contributing more than 
its share to the elegance of the 
period.

To call attention to the many 
developments in the silk in- 
dustry, the International Silk 
Association assembles twice a 
year a carefully selected group 
of couturier fashions. Survey- 
ing the field from coast to 
coast, all of the new weaves 
and finishes are included so 
that there is a good cross-sec- 
tion of the trend in both day- 
time and evening clothes. This 
collection for fall has 15 dis- 
tinctive materials. Most of 
these are new although a few 
are the old-timers that have 
come back after several gener- 
ations with so many changes 
even the historians would 
scarcely recognize them. 

Looking decidedly novel is 
a mushroom pleated crepe 
that is being used for daytime 
dresses. The crepe is pleated 
by a new process so that it 
has an almost indestructible 
quality and a very sheer and 
sleek appearance. Brigance 
launches it in his sportswear 
collection, including a slender 
two-piece dress with a straight 
overblouse combined with a 
pleated skirt. This same de- 
signer has a fabric called 
broche which shows widely 
spaced blistered designs on 
sheer silk.

The designer, Scaasi, in- 
troduces the material in deep 
purple with wide-splashed 
flowers in a lighter, shadowy 
effect. A dress with matching 
coat creates a striking evening 
fashion. 

Printed velvet in brilliant 
flower designs fits into the 
luxurious mood of the new sea- 
son. Tina Leser demonstrates 
its handsome qualities with a 
trapeze blouse combining 
shades of electric blue, moss 
green and gold. This blouse is 
part of an “at-home” costume 
and is to be worn with blue 
silk satin pants.

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Videotape New TV Marvel 


By Fred Danzig 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23 (UPi.) 


\yeara® introduced to televiewers earlier this year, is fast becoming the industry’: 
work horse. The three major networks thus far have invested an estimated $6,200 
000 in videotape recording equipment and are taping more and more of their show: 


Nationally-taped programs include 
"Stars of Jaz,” “Confession,” “The Ver- 
dict is Yours,” some “Playhouse 90° 
shows, sports events and various dey- 
time shows. Several half-hour drama- 
tic shows are also considering a shift 
to tape, along with such comics as Red 
Skelton, Jack Benny, Groucho Marx and 
Milton Berle. 

Videotape owes its success to two 
factors: It is as close to a “live” picture 
as electronics can get, and it permits 
speedy reproduction. These advantages 
enable the networks to put programs on 
at the same hour across the nation, re- 
aardiess of time rones. For example. 
CBS-TV now tapes the Arthur Godfrey 
show as it is performed in New York 
at || a.m. The tape is played back at 
It a.m., local time, across the nation, 
and so faithful is the taped picture that 
many viewers aren't aware that the 
picture is not “live.” To demonstrate 
how auickly videotane can be put on 
the coaxial cable, CBS-TV recently ran 
@ repeat of a horse race five minutes 
after the race ended. 


THE TAPING JS done on a recording 
machine that costs around $90,000, 
completely installed. CBS-TV has 14 
such machines in New York and nine in 
Hollywood. ABC-TV has six in Chicaao. 
six in Hollywood and two in New York. 
N8C-TV, now completing & million-dollar 
videotave center in New York, opened 
its Hollywood center last April at a cos 
of $1 500 000. 

What these machines do is to break 
down a black-and-white TV picture into 
electrical impulses. A spool of vinyl- 
based plastic tape--like that in an 
ordinary tape recorder, but two inches 
wide—spins past a box conteining video 
{picture} and audio (sound) “heads.” 
The audio head creates the sound track 
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— The Hollywood Glamor Way — 


by making scratches in the tape alon, 
a narrow border. The video head tran: 
lates the lights and darks of the picturs 
into electrical impulses and scratches 
them onto the tape. An hour-long ree! 
4800 feet long, costs $300 and can be 
used about 100 times. 

Some authorities predict that w- 
eventually will have videotape recorde:: 
at home, enabling us to take off the 
screen programs or portions of pro 
grams just as tape recorders now are 
used for capturing the sound portion o/ 
TV shows. The possibilities, they s«, 
are enormous—once the cost of th» 
equipment is brought down.

Armed with a whistling fast ball that is giving Ameri- 
can League hitters the willies, the Yankees’ Rinold 
“Ryne” Duren has been rated the fastest pitcher in 
baseball. This sensational rookie tells here how his 
career almost was cut short. . . 


“The doctor advises you to give up baseball.” 

I heard this gloomy news from Jimmy McLaughlin, 
a St. Louis Browns’ official. At the time, 1949, I was 
a green pitcher in the Browns’ farm system.

I'd always had poor vision. Besides being near- 
sighted, I had a muscular imbalance that caused poor 
depth perception.

I had 20/200 vision in one eye, 
about 20/70 in the other. 

Glasses helped some, but when I began having

trouble seeing the catcher’s signs, the Browns sent me 
to a St. Louis eye doctor.

“With your vision,” he said to me, “the doctor be- 
lieves you could easily be hit by a line drive and badly 
injured. But decide yourself, if you want to quit.” 

When I left his office, I'd just about decided what 
I was going to do. The next day I was on a train back 
to Wausau. 

I wasn't being foolhardy. I honestly felt that my 
poor vision didn’t need to be a handicap. And it hasn’t 
been. In a way, according to some newspapermen, it’s 
been an advantage. Some hitters, they've reported, are 
a little nervous at the plate against me, since they think 
I can’t see them — or worse, that I see two of them. 

But I wasn’t trying to prove any moral about over- 
coming handicaps when I got on that train to Wausau. 
I just wanted to keep on playing baseball. Still, looking 
back today, maybe I did help to show once again that, 
when you want something badly enough, a so-called 
physical handicap needn't stand in your way. .

were published in a book with 
this gaudy cover. Though badly 
written, it spells out the Egyp- 
tian dictator's revolutionary aims.

- Is he the world’s most dangerous man?

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Our foreign policy experts are feverishly studying a 
7 3-page pamphlet poorly printed on cheap paper, bear- 
ing the rather forbidding title, The Philosophy of the 
Revolution. Almost unknown outside official circles, it 
must rank as one of the world’s most important docu- 
ments. For its author is Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

This is the Nasser of the Nile whose shadow looms 
over the Middle East like a monstrous genie out of the 
Arabian Nights. His Cairo Radio lashes the Arab 
masses into unreasoning hatred of the West. His 
agents stir up revolutions against neighboring rulers 
who resist him. Assassinations, such as the brutal 
murder of Iraq’s young King Faisal, are encouraged by 
him. His announced goal: to unite all the world’s 
Moslems under his banner. 

In the booklet he wrote, our experts seek the key to 
Nasser and his ambitions, the secret of his rise in six 
short years from an obscure infantry officer to become 
in Arab eyes a modern Saladin who promises to restore 
their ancient glories. Other eyes see him as one of the 
most dangerous men in the world today. 


An Egyptian Mein Kampf 


Written in 1954 — two years after the young 
officer’s revolt which ousted King Farouk and swept 
Nasser to power — the pamphlet has been called 
Nasser’s Mein Kampf. Like Hitler's self-revealing 
tome, it went ignored until the Egyptian leader began 
jolting the West, first by his arms deal with Russia 
then by his seizure of the Suez Canal. 

Even today, as one Middle East crisis after another 
threatens world peace, Nasser’s Mein Kampf has been 
read by only a handful of top policy-makers. For a 
glimpse into his crafty mind, PARADE secured a rare, 
original copy of Nasser’s work—its red cover, dis- 
playing the mosques and minarets of the Cairo skyline, 
almost an omen of his coming friendship with Russia. 

It bears the mark of a ruthless, fanatical, mystical 

mind. It also reveals that the free world has no reason 
to be surprised at all. For Nasser made it clear four 
years ago that: 
e He sees himeclf as a hero, ruler of all Arabs. 
© He intends to dominate all African and Mos- 
lem peoples everywhere. Their “capital”: Cairo. 
© He plans to control all Middle East oil, the 
world’s largest supply, and use it to blackmail 
the West. 


© He considers assassination fair politics and has 
personally plotted political murders. 

When State Secretary John Foster Dulles and Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd met here last 
month to map Middle East strategy, they agreed that 
the wholesale murder of friendly rulers was perhaps 
the most terrifying factor they had to face. As Lloyd 
confessed privately: “You simply cannot give a guar- 
antee against assassination.” ; 

Nasser in his booklet calls this “positive action.” 
He declares: “I thought of assassinating many whom I 
regarded as obstacles between our country and its 
future ... Many a design did I draw up in those 
days. Many a night did I lie awake preparing the 
means for the expected positive action. Our life was 
during this period like an exciting detective story. We 
had great secrets; we had symbols; we hid in the dark- 
ness and arranged our pistols and bombs side by side.” 

He describes in dramatic detail a murder he helped 
plot. Three squads were organized. Nasser belonged 
to the execution squad. The other two were deployed 
to protect them and ensure their getaway. Writes 
Nasser: “The scene was empty as we had expected. 
The squads lay in the hiding places fixed for them. 
The person whom we wanted to get out of the way 
came, and bullets were fired at him . . . I started my 
motor car and dashed aWay...The wailing of a 
woman, the voice of a scared child and the continu- 
ous, feverish appeals for help assailed my ears.” 

When he reached home, he tossed sleeplessly, smok-

seeing with their children on recent visit to Yugoslavia. 


ing one cigarette after another with “my mind in a 
fever, my heart and conscience incessantly boiling.” 
He hoped desperately the victim would live. “ “Was | 
right?’ I asked myself. With conviction I answered, 
‘My motives were patriotic.’ , 

His memories of the horror of murder did not last 
long, for a few pages later he writes: “It was easy 
then, and I still find it easy now, to shed the blood 
of ten, twenty or thirty people in order to strike fear 
and panic in the hearts of many hesitants, and thus 
force them to swallow their passions, their hatreds 
and their whims.” 

His heroic vision of himself and his ambitions are 
stated grandiosely. 

Of Nasser, man of destiny: “The annals of 
history are full of heroes who carved for themselves 
great and heroic roles and played them on momentous 
occasions on the stage . . . In this region in which we 
live there is a role wandering aimlessly about seeking 
an actor to play it.” 


‘This Bond Which Links Us’ 


Of Arabia and oil: “Half the world’s reserve of 
petroleum is still underground in the Arab regions 
... We can consider ourselves, therefore, powerful 
though not in the loudness of our voices whether we 
cry, wail or appeal for help, but powerful when we 
sit calm and count in figures our capacity for work, 
powerful in our thorough understanding of the 
strength of this bond which links us and which makes 


~our territory one.” 


Of Africa: “We cannot in any way stand aside, 
even if we wish to, away from the sanguinary and 
dreadful struggle now raging in the heart of Africa 
between five million whites and two-hundred million 
Africans.” 

Of the Meslem world: “When I visualize these 
millions united in one faith, I have a great conscious- 
ness of the tremendoys potentialities that cooperation 
amongst them all can achieve: a cooperation which 
does not deprive them of loyalty to their countries, 
but which guarantees for-them and their brethern 
limitless power.” 

It would be a mistake to conclude that Nasser is all 
evil. He has given Egypt a cleaner, more efficient gov- 
ernment than it ever has had. He is personally in- 
corruptible, lives almost humbly, is devoutly religious. 
He never has been known to take a drink of anything 
stronger than soda pap; he chain-smokes American 
cigarettes. He is a family man-and enjoys nothing 
better than taking his five small children (two girls, 
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three boys) to the beach near Alexandria for a swim. 
He also is fond of Tom-and-Jerry cartoons which he 
runs off for the children on his own projector. 

Personally courageous, Nasser once stood unflinch- 
ing while a gunman tried to shoot him. Later six 
men were hanged for the plot. Yet the Egyptian strong- 
man can be as charming as he is cruel. He is an excel- 
lent chess and tennis player. He has one relaxation, 
however, that distresses his plump, plain wife, Tahia, 
daughter of a carpet dealer. He likes to collect empty 
pop bottles, set them up in his garden, then bang 
away at them with his pistol. He claims it relaxes his 
nerves and lets off steam. He always calls his shots 
and names the bottles after those statesmen — Dulles, 
Eisenhower, King Hussein — who happen to be giv- 
ing him trouble. 

Despite his strong domestic streak, Gamal Abdel 
Nasser for 24 of his 40 years has been a conspirator. 
“He has been a plotter all his life,” one Middle East 
diplomat told parapE. 


He Carries A Riot Scar 


Son of a postal official in a village near Alexandria, 
Nasser was a husky youth six-feet tall and weighing 
near his present 200 pounds when he got into his first 
riot at 16. He had no idea what it was all about, but 
joined the street mob against the police. He was 
clubbed. down (he still carries the scar) and jailed. 

In jail, he joined the Young Egypt movement and 
got his first taste for plotting. He quit over an embez- 
zlement scandal, only to join other movements and 
other riots. Finally he led a school strike and was ex- 
pelled. His father, a strict Moslem, told the boy who 
was to become leader of the United Arab Republic: 
“You have failed as a student. You'll ruin your life 
with politics.” If Nasser had heeded his father’s ad- 
vice, the world might be more tranquil today. 

Looking around for a career, young Nasser settled 
on the Army, joined the Royal Egyptian Military Acad- 
emy and graduated as a second lieutenant at 20 — 
only to find politics rife in the officers corps. The young 
officers were dismayed’ by the corruption of their 
seniors and the brutal way ordinary soldiers were 
treated. They also were united by hatred of the British. 

Nasser and his friends started the Free Officers’ 
movement which, after World War II, was to oust 
the British, depose Farouk and place Nasser in power. 
By this time he had a job at the staff college which 
provided him with a novel way of recruiting young 
officers to his cause. He supplied them with the an- 
swers so they could pass exams and win coveted staff 
jobs. In this way they were in debt to him. 

The whole world knows how Nasser seized power, 
first using the bluff, mature, pipe-smoking Maj. Gen. 
Mohammed Naguib as a front, then dumping him 
when he had served his purpose. 

What is nof'so well known is that Nasser was actu- 
ally ready to kill Farouk and all his courtiers. He 
named 15 groups of three officers each to carry out 
the killings, but called them off at the last moment 
because the plot was growing too complicated. 

An American diplomat, stationed in Cairo at the 
time of Farouk’s overthrow, received 10 days’ advance 
warning from Nasser’s right-hand man, Ali Sabry. 

“There will be an uprising,” Sabry tipped off the 
American. “The King may be assassinated.” 

‘ On the night of July 22, 1952, Nasser slipped from 
officer to officer convincing them that the time had 


come to strike. Before dawn, Sabry pounded on the 
American's door. : 

“We are in control of Cairo,” he announced breath- 
lessly. “We would like you to deliver a message to the 
British. Tell them we are not anti-British. We are not 
anti-West. We wish only to clean up corruption and 
make reforms. Ask the British not to interfere. If they 
do, we will oppose them.” 

The American official, recalling the incident for 
PARADE, said he passed the message to Ambassador 
Jefferson Caffrey who relayed it to the British. Their 
troops did not try to stop the revolution which was all 
over in three days. 

Although Nasser denies he is dictator (“I am not 
that kind of person at all”), it would be hard to find 
another title for this burly, grizzled man with the large 
hooked nose and piercing brown eyes. He boasts of 
his belief in militarism and is proud of his secret po- 
lice. He muzzles the press, runs practically every de- 
partment of government. When asked why he doesn’t 
delegate authority, he replies with a sly grin: “Show 
me ten men I can trust.” 

Only a few of his early comrades are still with him. 
He has fired the others or had them arrested. Naguib, 
for example, is still under house arrest. 

Extreme suspicion — and the guile it has gener- 
ated in an agile mind — is perhaps Nasser’s great- 
est weakness. He never has lived in a free country, 
and doesn’t know how Western governments work. 
Whatever they do or say, he doubts — always fearing 

When Dulles tried out a policy of appeasing Nasser 
earlier this year, the Egyptian told American Ambas- 
sador Raymond Hare: “I know your long-range policy 
is against me and Arab nationalism.” 

Yet Nasser is not a Communist and has hounded 
the Egyptian Communist Party almost out of exist- 
ence. In his relations with Russia, he is as suspicious 
as he is with the West, although willing to carry on a 
flirtation with Moscow so long as it suits him. 

How Do We Stop Him? 


How should we handle this strange, suspicious, 
modern Pharaoh? One high official warns that ap- 
peasement will lead only to more appeasement. An- 
other suggests that Nasser’s Arab empire will be split 
apart by jealousies and feuding without any help from 
us. He points out that the Syrians are already restive 
under Egyptian domination. “The only way to stop 
Nasser,” the same official told PARADE, “is to dis- 
credit him in the eyes of his followers.” 

The danger of Nasser is that in his headstrong con- 
fidence he can play Russia off against the West. He 
may generate the spark that could explode World War 
III. In his booklet, he writes sneeringly that the West- 
ern powers are playing a “one-card” game and never 
act decisively. If the Western world knew that “there 
were Egyptians ready to give their blood and to meet 
force by force,” he writes, “it [the West] would recoil 
and withdraw like a harlot.” 

Sometimes at night it is Nasser’s practice to drive 
out to the pyramids and, with centuries of history 
around him, seek inspiration from the stars sparkling 
in the velvet sky. If to the West he poses a greater | 
riddle than the Sphinx, he himself feels convinced of 
his destiny and of the way he will achieve it. 

“All that will stop me,” he has said, “is a better 
assassin.” ' a

Akron’s Seiberling estate, heavy with history 


and rare art treasures, now invites all comers 


AKRON, OHIO. 
In stone-floored salons where Paderewski 
once played and Schumann-Heinck once 
sang, Akronites now gather to gaze in awe 
at a way of life long gone by. A year after 
being opened to the public, baronial Stan 
Hywet — the 65-room, multi-million-dol- 
lar home of late tire tycoon Frank A. 
Seiberling — has become a “must see” 
for visitors from all over the country. 
The photos on these pages can give 
only a glimpse of one man’s castle. Even 
visitors who wander through each day 
catch only part in a single trip. Stan Hy- 
wet is 300 feet long, with several wings, 
topped by a four-story turreted tower. Be- 
hind its red brick-and-sandstone walls are 
a music room which seats 400, a Great 
Hall, an indoor swimming pool, a gym- 
nasium, a bowling alley. 
Stan Hywet (pronounced “Stawn Hee- 
wet” — Anglo-Saxon for “Stone is here” )

took four years to build. It is modeled 
after famous Ockwells Manor, 40 miles 
from London. Before construction began, 
Seiberling, who at the time had a $1 mil- 
lion-a-year income, took both architect 
and interior decorator to England to plan 
the project. By the time it was occupied in 
1915, the house had cost $2 million. 

But the actual value is more in the 
neighborhood of $15 million. To furnish 
the place, Seiberling and his music - loving 
wife ranged across Europe buying an- 
tiques and priceless art objects — many 
of them directly from English manor 
houses. There are floors of teak and rose 
wood, Gobelin tapestries, intricate cary 
ings, unmatched porcelain. A harpsichord 
used by the composer Handel is here and 
so are original paintings by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. 

Seiberling, who founded the Goodyear 
and Seiberling tire companies, required a

AN INTERESTING SANDWICH can make an appetizing 
and easy-to-prepare meal. And today’s recipe for 
“Or Number 7” fills the bill. An old favorite with patrons 
of the Garden Tea Room at Davison-Paxon department 
store in Atlanta, Ga., it was originally the seventh sandwich 
on the menu. When the number system was dropped, the 
restaurant kept “Ol’ Number 7” as the name for this sand- 
wich because of its popularity. And no wonder—.it really is 
more of a meal than a sandwich. 

You don’t have to buy a whole bird to make these sand- 
wiches, either. Turkey quarters are a feature at the market 
right now, and they couldn’t be simpler to prepare. You just 
place the skin side down in a shallow open pan; brush with 
salad oil; cover loosely with foil; roast at 325° for three 
hours, turning the skin side up for the last hour of roasting. 


Crisp shredded lettuce 
2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 


4 slices bread 
4 generous slices white 
meat of turkey | cup mayonnaise 
4 slices packaged natural 2 tablespoons chili sauce 
Swiss cheese | jar or can (4 oz.) 
8 slices tomato pimientoes, chopped fine 
4 rolled anchovy fillets 


On each slice of bread place a slice of turkey, then a slice of 
cheese, and 2 slices of tomato. Heap the lettuce high over 
surface; add the egg slices. Combine mayonnaise, chili sauce 
and pimientoes; pour lavishly over all; top with anchovy. 
Makes four sandwiches. (Note: The sandwiches in the 
photo above are arranged somewhat differently, so you can 
see the ingredients and construction. ) 
FROM PARADE’ S TEST KITCHEN

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Lee Remick: 


America’s answer

HOLLYWOOD. 
The revealing truth about most young mo- 
tion-picture actresses today is that hardly any 
of them is worth more than 40 cents at the 
box office. 

How many people do you know who say, 
“Let's go to the movies tonight: .. Kim 
Novak is playing,” or “. . . Sophia Loren is 
playing,” or “... Janet Leigh is playing”? 
Practically none. Nowadays the public just 
doesn’t care. It’s the combination of story and 
star that sells a film, not the star alone. 

A conspicuous exception is Brigitte Bardot, 
the 24-year-old French actress. Her films, 


which are made in Europe and do not require 
the Hollywood seal of purity for distribution, 
are sellouts in art theatres everywhere. Brig- 
itte’s chief commodity is a mischievous and 
flagrant sex appeal. 

Mindful of her amazing box-office draw 
(two of her films, And God Created Women 
and La Parisienne, will probably take $10,- 
000,000 out of the American market) Hol- 
lywood producers have been searching for a 
young American actress to rival the French 
beauty. Their answer is Boston-born Lee 
Remick, a well-turned, pert-nosed blonde of 
22, who has acted in only three films. “ Un- 
like Bardot, the kind of sex appeal she gener- 
ates,” says a top executive at 20th Century- 
Fox, “is sweet, clean and wholesome.”

In Face in the Crowd, Lee played a teen- 
aged baton-twirler whose charms Andy Grif- 
fith found irresistible. In Long Hot Summer 
she portrayed a smoldering Southern belle 
married to a wealthy weakling. In These 
Thousand Hills, just completed, Lee acts the 
role of a frontier adventuress. In her fourth 
role she probably will play the lead in The 
Jean Harlow Story. 

What's behind the Lee Remick buildup? 

“Let's face it,” the 20th Century-Fox man 
frankly explains, “what this business needs 
is a new brand of sex appeal. Fifteen years 
ago we had Betty Grable. Then we came up 
with Marilyn Monroe, Jayne Mansfield, 
Sheree North. Now we think we can make 
it with Lee Remick.” 


Build, Brains, Beauty 


“This Remick gal,” says veteran publicist 
Perry Lieber, “went to school at Barnard Col- 
lege. She also had a happy childhood. Her 
father owns a department store in Massachu- 
setts, Remick’s of Quincy. Her step-father 
owns the Packard-Bamberger store in Hack- 
ensack, N.J., and her mother lives on Park 
Avenue. Girls with that sort of background 
aren't supposed to be exciting. They're sup- 
posed to be sedate. That’s our exploitation 
gimmick with Remick: she’s got background 
as well as build, brains as well as beauty.” 

Oddly enough, Lee Remick isn’t particu- 
larly anxious for Hollywood to build her up 
as the American challenge to Bardot. 

“T'm just about the most normal girl you'd 
ever want to meet,” she says. “Anyone who'd 
want to build me up as a movie siren would 
have to be crazy. I’m not really a screen per- 
sonality, I’m an actress. I don’t want to play 
the same kind of girl in picture after picture. 
And I won't.” 

When they start to work in Hollywood, 
most young actresses are career-desperate and 
ambition-driven. Some also are money- 
hungry neurotics from broken homes who 
will do anything to get ahead. Lee’s different. 

“Lee was always a secure, well-educated 
girl,” her father says. “She had a good sense 
of values and took her work seriously. She 
started out to be a ballerina. But a few years 
ago she changed her mind.” 

The switch from dancing to dramatics 
came about in 1953 after Lee had toured 
with Rudy Vallee, Art Carney, Jackie Cooper 
and danced in musicals in Texas and Chi- 
cago. She was dining at Sardi’s in New York 
one afternoon when. Reginald Denham, the 
stage director, asked her if she could act. 
Lee’s response was a fast “Yes.” Denham cast 
her in Be Your Age, which flopped hard on 
Broadway. She then played the lead in Top 
Man, which closed out of town. But the tall 
(5° 7”) blue-eyed, well-proportioned (120 
lbs., 36-21-36) young lady had been incur- 
ably bitten by the acting bug, “so_I quit college

and concentrated on trying to get TV work.” 

Lee acted in such video dramatic programs 
as Kraft Mystery Theatre, Studio One, Arm- 
strong Circle Theatre, Playhouse 90 until 
she was spotted by film- and stage-director 
Elia Kazan. Kazan was looking for a girl to 
play the part of a high-school drum majorette 
in Face in the Crowd, a girl who looked ath- 
letic, innocent and had sex appeal. Lee got 
the part. Her magnetism came across so tri- 
umphantly in the film that Kazan immedi- 
ately put her under contract to himself. 
Twentieth Century-Fox then signed her to 
make one picture a year. 


East vs. West 


“I don’t particularly like Hollywood,” she 
says. “Compared to the East, it’s culturally 
lagging although it is a wonderful place to 
raise children. But only when they're small. 
When they get older and start to develop a 
sense of values, then one should move East.” 

Speaking of children, the actress, who was 
married last year to TV director Bill Colleran, 
thinks she can manage babies and a career, 
too. “If I can’t,” she asserts, “I'll give up my 
career, Stardom is no obsession with me. All 
I want to do is act.” 

A studio publicity man to whom I repeated 
that remark said, “Doesn’t she realize that be- 
coming a box-office attraction has nothing to 
do with actin: It's a question of an appeal- 
ing personality exploited by imaginative pub- 
licity. That’s\how we make stars in this in- 
dustry and always have.” 

But will Lee Remick outshine Brigitte Bar- 
dot? Time, and box-office receipts, will tell.

These unusual scenes of camaraderie 
between living things may be witnessed at 
the Catskill Game Farm near Catskill, New 
York. In addition to exhibiting one of the 
largest assortments of tame animals in the 
country, the game farm is also a supplier 
of animals for zoos and private collections. 
About 2000 animals—some 500 of which 
are completely tame—and approximately 
1000 birds are kept at the 500-acre farm. 
Roland Lindemann, the farm's owner, 
began collecting deer on his place as a 
hobby in 1933. The hobby grew into a 
small business of supplying animals to 
zoos, then into a bigger business of exhibit- 
ing as well as supplying. Open seven 
months a year, from May through Novem- 
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ber, the farm is now big business. About 
400,000 people visited it last season, spent 
nearly $700,000-.for admissions and re- 
freshments. 

Lindemann’s technique for domesticat- 
ing the animals starts by removing the 
young from the mothers 36 hours after 
birth. They are then ently taught to 
suck warm milk from a e. After about 
three months on the exclusive milk diet, 
they are given grain and green feed. It is 
the bottle feeding, Lindemann believes, 
that makes the animals lose their fear of 
man. 
But only about three out of 10 animals 
so raised make the grade and are allowed 
to stroll freely about among le. For 
some develop bad habits and have their 
liberty revoked. One common violation 
is to rear up and strike with their front feet, 
especially when they become too hungry 
or too eager for attention. They do not 
strike hard, but it seems to upset people. 

Another common reason for being 
sent to the pen is the development of a 
taste for dresses. A special delic is 
chiffon.

Pie is chilled several hours, over- 
night if possible. 

Any standard recipe may be used for the pie crust, 
adding to it three tablespoons of finely grated yellow cheese 
to one and one-half cups of pastry mixture. Crust is baked 
in a nine-inch glass pie dish at 400 degrees for about 10 
minutes or until golden brown.

A Remnant of 
Stellar Explosion 


This crab- shaped cloud of luminous gases is a remnant of 
an outburst of a star. It is called the Crab Nebula and is 
so far away (30 million billion miles) that the light now ob- 
served was emitted some 5000 years ago. Long studied 
by astronomers, the Crab Nebula, which is in constella- 
tion Taurus, once appeared about as bright as Venus 
but now can be photographed only with a powerful tele- 
scope. This picture was produced from a series of black 
and white negatives made through various color filters at 
Mount Wilson and Palomar observatories, in California. 
It will be part of the Atomic Energy Commission's dis- 
play at an international conference on peaceful uses Of 
atomic energy in Geneva next month. The Crab Nebula 
is among the most powerful known celestial sources of 
radio radiation; its light has the characteristics of radia- 
tion from very high energy atomic particles, such as are 
produced in special atomic research laboratories.
